Tus being the day appointed by the Constitution of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of New York for the meeting 
of the Annual Convention, a number of the clergy and laity assem- 
bled for Divine Service, at 10 o’clock in the morning, at the Church 
of the Incarnation, Madison Avenue and Thirty-fifth Street, in 
the city of New York, the place appointed by the Bishop for the 
purpose. 


The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Right Rey. T. U. 
Dudley, D.D., Bishop of Kentucky, who was assisted in the service 
and in the administration by the Rev. F. B. Van Kleeck, D.D., 
Archdeacon of Westchester; the Rev. C. C. Tiffany, D.D., Arch- 
deacon of New York; the Rev. Thomas Burgess, D.D., Archdeacon 
of Dutchess; the Rev. Wm. M. Grosvenor, Rector of the Church 
of the Incarnation; the Rev. Thomas R. Harris, D.D., Secretary 
of the Convention, and the Rey. George I’. Nelson, D.D., Assistant 
Secretary. 


The Rev. Dr. Charles Gore, Canon of Westminster Abbey, 
preached the sermon. 


In the absence of the Bishop of the Diocese, the Secretary, the 
Rey. Thomas R. Harris, D.D., called the Convention to order. 


The Rev. William 8S. Coffey, Rector of St. Paul’s Church, Hast- 
chester, being the senior Presbyter present, took the chair. 


Under the direction of the Chairman the Secretary called the 
roll of the clergy entitled to seats, when one hundred and forty- 
seven answered to their names and took their seats.

The accrued interest received with the Elizabeth Fogg legacy, has been 
treated as ‘‘ Income,” and used in paying the allowances to Beneficiaries. 

In foreclosing the mortgage on the premises at 325 West 69th Street (Pietro 
Indelli), a loss of $607.64 in interest was incurred from the time of default 
until possession of the property was gained. With this exception, all income 
due the fund during the past year has been collected, 

The Gerard Avenue property produces no income. Efforts will be made to 
sell the land, 
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The Trustees have found it possible to maintain the full allowances to 
Beneficiaries of the Life Insurance Fund. The allowances to Widows and 
Orphans have been increased from one-half of the original amounts granted, 
to three-quarters of those amounts, for the year ending with the Convention of 
1898, and the Treasurer has been authorized to use so much of the Principal 
at the credit of the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund as may be needed to maintain 
these payments during the year. The Trustees were enabled to make the 
increase by reason of Mrs. Elizabeth Fogg’s bequest. 

Special donations for the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund would be gratefully 
received by the Trustees.

Report 


OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE ESTATE AND PROPERTY OF THE 
DIOCESAN CONVENTION OF NEW YORK FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 27, 1897. 


The following is a list of the various T.usts : 

Diocesan House, 29 Lafayette Place, and an Endowment Fund of $50,000, 
the income of which is to be expended for its support and maintenance. The 
real estate is leased to the Bishop and the entire income paid to him. 

Land, Church Building, Rectory, Parish House, and School House at Highty- 
nintn Street and Madison Avenue, leased to the Church of the Beloved Dis- 
ciple. Endowment Fund and securities of the par value of $121,473.92, the 
income of which is to be applied to the maintenance and preservation of 
the church and its work, but no income shall be expended for alterations to 
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the church or fora Mission Church. An addition of $12,000 to this Endow- 
ment Fund has been made lately by Miss Caroline Talman. 

Land, Burial Plot, and Glebe Plot, with Church Building, Parish House 
and Rectory, near Scarborough, Westchester County, leased to St. Mary’s 
Church, Beechwood. Endowment Fund of $9,296.82; the income to be ex- 
pended for repairs and conducting services in the church. 

Land and Church Buildings at Cruyer’s, Westchester County, occupied by 
the Church of the Divine Love. 

Land, Church Buildings, and Rectory at Verplank’s, Westchester County, 
occupied by St. Barnabas’ Church. 

Land and Church Building at Rosendale, Ulster County, occupied by All 
Saints’ Church. 

Land and Church Building at Yonkers, occupied by Christ Church. 

Land and Church Building at Tuxedo Park, occupied by St. Mary’s Church. 
A considerable addition to the Churca Building has been made this year. 

Land at Ellenville, Ulster County, with Church Building and Rectory, 
leased to St. John’s Memorial Church. 

Land and Church Building at Newburgh, leased to the Church of the Good 
Shepherd. 

Endowment Fund of $5,500; the income to be paid semi-annually to the 
Pastor, Rector, or other head of St. Matthew’s Protestant Episcopal Church, in 
the town of Bedford, Westchester County, in addition to his regular salary. 

Land and Church Building known as the Worthington Memorial Chapel, in 
the town of Greenburgh. Endowment Fund of $5,000, the income of which is 
to be applied to the repair and maintenance of the chapel and grounds. 

Endowment Fund for the support of St. Thomas’s Protestant Episcopal 
Church, Mamaroneck, consisting of bonds of the West Shore Railroad Com- 
pany of the par value of $4,500. 

Endowment Fund, All Angels’ Church, New York City. This fund is to 
accumulate until it amounts to $50,000. It amounts at this date to $14,503.66. 

Land at Yonkers, New York, with Church Buildings, leased to St. Andrew’s 
Memorial Church, 

Property on the south side of Hast Highty-eighth Street, east of Second 
Avenue, held by St. James’ Church. This corporation holds a reversionary 
interest in this property in case the Church corporation should fail to comply 
with the terms of the deed of gift. Endowment Fund of $200,000 to be in- 
vested and the income paid over to the Rector, Church Wardens, and Vestry- 
men of St. James’ Church, to be applied to the use, maintenance, and support 
of said property in East Eighty-eighth Street. 

It is recommended that provision be made for the creation of a fund, the 
income to be used for the repair and preservation of buildings belonging to the 
small churches in the couutry districts of the Diocese. This corporation has 
been compelled to refuse to take title to many such churches, which for many 
reasons it was desirable that it should hold, because the means for their sup- 
port did not seem available, and it had no general fund from which to draw for 
that purpose. It is not proposed from this fund that provision be made for 
maintaining services, but only to provide the small sum necessary to repair 
the structures and for insurance against fire. 
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The term of office of two of the Trustees, William Alexander Smith and 
William Watts Sherman, will expire October 1, 1897, and two persons should 
be elected by the Convention for the term of four years to succeed them.

The Rev. George F. Nelson, D.D., Superintendent of the New 
York City Mission Society presented and read the following report : 


Report 


UF THRE NEW YORK PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION 
SOCIETY FOR THE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 15, 1897. 


We begin this report with a note of thanksgiving, Laud and honor to the 
Lord of the harvest! Grateful greetings to all who have furthered our hope 
with their gifts and prayers! Weare mindful also of the Society’s mission- 
aries and lay helpers whose praise is in the congregation of Christ’s poor. Ours 
has been the plan of the work; theirs has been the work itself. 

The summary attached to this report shows, as nearly as figures can show, 
what has been done during the past year in the Society’s various departments 
of service. Our missionaries have ministered at 4,658 religious services; cele- 
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brated the Holy Communion 414 times in public and 323 times in private ; 
buptized 479 children and 68 adults; presented 183 candidates for Confirmation; 
solemnized 32 marriages; officiated at 162 funerals; made 77,042 visits, and 
distributed 24,3886 books. The summary also includes, among other statistics, 
the number of teachers and scholars in our schools, and the number of home- 
less women and children provided with a temporary shelter. 

Our regular staff of Clergy, which has varied in number from twelve to six- 
teen, has undergone some changes during the past year. The Rev. Floyd 
Appleton, after five and a half months’ of thoroughly acceptable service, 
resigned the chaplaincy of the City Prison and Ludlow Street Jail, Novem- 
ber 15th, to take up parochial work in another diocese, and the vacancy was 
thereupon filled by the transfer of the Rev. William Lindsay from the House 
of Refuge. The Rev. Henry St. George Young, missionary for many years to 
Bellevue Hospital, where his rare spirit of sympathy and self-effacement had 
so jarge a room and filled it so well with works of mercy, resigned his. position 
June 1st, though from time to time since then he has represented the Society 
at various institutions in the city and on the Islands. The Rev. Arthur H. 
Proifitt,.formerly our missionary to the Jefferson Market and Essex Market 
Prisons, House of Detention for Witnesses, etc., was appointed June Ist to 
succeel Mr. Young as chaplain of Bellevue Hospital. 'The connection of the 
Rev. Hugh Maguire with the City Hospital was terminated June 1st, and since 
then he has been on duty at the Penitentiary and the Workhouse. At the 
same time the Rev. C. C. Proffitt was relieved of duty at the Workhonse and 
placed in cbarge of our Mission at the City Hospital, in addition to the work in 
which he has been engaged for many years at the Chapel of the Good Shep- 
herd and the Almshouse. The Rev. Julius Gassauer having, on the 7th of 
June, resigned the chaplaincy of the House of Refuge, where his earnest- 
ness, particularly in preparing a class for Confirmation, had borne good fruit, 
the Rev. G. E. Purucker was engaged to fill the vacancy temporarily and also 
to assist the Chaplain of the City Hospital. Some of our clergy have willingly 
accepted additions to their already large tasks in order to codperate with the 
Society in holding its ground and extending its work at times when its revenues 
have not permitted an increase of expenses. The General Agent has acted: as 
substitute for two miss3ionaries absent, each for a month, on their vacations, 
and during other months he has officiated on Wednesdays and Fridays at St. 
Barnabas’ Chapel. 

We have been fortunate in the number and efficiency of our volunteer 
helpers. At no other time, so far as we know, have so many earnest men and 
women given their personal services to the Society without cost to its treasury. 
Grace Parish, in particular, has favored us with much valued help. From 
that parish alone the Rev. Melville K. Bailey, the Rev. Joseph A. Leighton, 
Ph.D., the Rev. Henry Wadleigh, the Rev. James Le Baron Johnson, the Rev. 
Carroll Perry, the Rev. Eliot White, the Rev. Chauncey H. Blodgett, the Rev. 
Edward M. Parrott, Jr., and Mr. Anthony M. Menkel, Lay-reader, have come 
to us from time to time with the free-will offering of their spare hours, Mr. 
Richard H. Wevill, Mr. Henry W. Ruffner, and Mr. Archibald E. Montgomery, 
cindidates for Holy Orders and Lay-readers, have also generously volunteered 
their services at different times during the past year without salary. Itis a 
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pleasure to mention others of like temper who have worked along some of the 
same lines, though not under the Society’s guidance. A number of ladies and 
gentlemen of Calvary Parish, belonging to its Archdeaconry Committee, have 
continued their loving efforts to do good at the City Prison and at Bellevue 
Hospital; from fifteen to twenty parishioners of Grace-Emmanuel Church have 
taught Sunday-school classes of feeble-minded children on Randall’s Island ; 
the ladies of St. Elizabeth’s Guild have been unabating in their kind attentions 
to the sick and the aged inmates of the Almshouse ; not a few young men of St. 
Andrew’s Brotherhood, under the direction of Mr. John Seely Ward, Jr., have 
made weekly visits to hospitals and prisons ; the ladies of the Prison Guild 
have continued their sewing class in the women’s department, and their weekly 
service of song in the boys’ department, of the City Prison. It is certainly a 
sign of promise to the Church when busy men and women, outside of her imin- 
istry as well as within it, give such proof of a missionary spirit, and we are 
hopeful that such volunteers will never be lacking in the years to come. 

Another cause of thankfulness is the fresh proof of sympathy which came 
to us some months ago in response to our appeal for a special fund to meet a 
deficiency and avert a reduction of work. In that appeal, dated Februawy 25th, 
it was announced that church collections and other contributions had not 
increased, though they had not fallen off, and that the Society’s expenses were 
exceeding its receipts at the rate of $6,700 a year, due

We are glad to report that the contributions received in response to the 
appeal amounted to $5,152, and that Trinity Parish added $700 to its already 
generous appropriation in aid of the Society’s work for the ensuing year. 
Meantime the scale of expenses has been adjusted to meet the requirements 
of the situation. 

The Treasurer reports that he has received from all sources during the past 
year $63,645.57. This sum includes the following: Church collections, includ- 
ing an annnal grant of $2,800 from Trinity Parish, $18,927.76 ; contributions, 
$20,204.62 ; legacy, $10,000; rents, dividends, interest on investment, 
$8,986.02. Zhe Mission News, published monthly by the Society in the inter- | 
est of mission work in the city, brought us in $1,243.71, and more than paid 
its expenses. Other sums, received for special objects—Church festivals and 
Fresh Air—will be specified further on in this report. 

Our two annual Missionary meetings were attended by large and responsive 
congregations. The first was held at the Church of the Holy Trinity, Harlem, 
on Sunday evening, November 22d, and the second at Grace Church, Broad- 
way, on Sunday evening, December 6th. The Bishop of the Diocese presided 
and made an address at each. Other addresses were made—at the first meet- 
ing by the Rev. W. R. Huntington, D.D., the Rev. D. H. Greer, D.D., the 
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Rev. C. DeWitt Bridgman, D.D., and William’H. Sage. Esq.; and at the sec- 
ond meeting, by the Rev. Morgan Dix, D.D., the Rev. William M. Grosvenor, 
and Police Commissioner Andrews. The work of the Society was also pre- 
sented at both meetings by the Rev. Brockhoist Morgan, the General Agent, 
and by the Superintendent. 

We have abundant evidence that that work, under the divine blessing, has 
attained a more than ordinary growth of usefulness during the past year, espe- 
cially at our Chapels and Mission Houses. At public institutions we minister 
for the most part to moving processions, But among the homes of the poor 
we have a more hopeful constituency and a longer time in which to deepen 
good impressions. 

No work is more urgent or more pressing than the Church’s Mission to the 
tenement house children, whose physical and moral environment is a constant 
menace. We have on our rolls two thousand such children. They belong to 
our Sunday-schools, industrial schools, kindergartens, boys’ and girls’ clubs, 
and other organizations. When they first put themselves under our care they 
are, with few exceptions, ignorant and dirty and undisciplined. They are then 
indeed a kind of reflex, as they are a product of deplorable conditions. But 
they are not slow to learn, and nothing can be more beautiful than the trans- 
formation which many of them quickly undergo. Jt is not too much to say 
that the great majority of these children owe to our schools, not only their first 
instruction in sound doctrine, their first lesson in reverence, their first taste for 
cleanliness, and their first aspiration after knowledge and goodness, but also 
their first and best guidance toward good citizenship. If the City Mission had 
no other raison @étre it would still deserve a most liberal support for what 
it does toward educating and uplifting the child-life of deep poverty’s homes. 

The past year’s record of St. Ambrose’s Chapel, in Thompson Street, has 
more than ever proved the wisdom of the former vestry in transferring the 
property of old St. Ambrose’s Parish to the City Mission Society. From its 
congregation thirty-seven candidates have lately been presented for Confirma- 
tion. The Sunday-school has maintained its high standard. The Kinder- 
garten has gathered into its classes a goodly number of children whose principal 
school was formerly the streets. The district visitor from the Eighth Ward 
Mission has continued to be a helpful coadjutor to the minister in charge by 
visiting poor families of the neighborhood, which seems to be more and more 
taking on the appearance of an Italian colony. Mr. Henry Arden has kindly 
presented a cabinet organ to the Chapel for use in the adjoining Parish Build- 
ing. A bazaar, organized by the people of the Chapel, has added a hundred 
dollars to a fund for its charitable work. 

The congregation and the Sunday School of the Chapel of the Messiah, 
East 95th Street, have grown in numbers during the past year, and we trust 
they have also grown in grace. The Minister in charge recently presented for 
Confirmation a class of seventy-nine, the largest in the history of the Chapel, 
and the largest—it may be of some interest to mention—ever confirmed by the 
officiating Bishop, the Right Reverend Dr. Capers of South Carolina, acting in 
behalf of the Bishop of the Diocese. The district visitor, whom a thoughtful 
appropriation of one hundred and sixty dollars by the City Committee of 
Grace Church has enabled us to employ for some months, has rendered no 
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small help in connection with the work of visiting the five hundred children 
of the Sunday School at their homes, and this help has been especially timely 
in view of an accident which happened to the Minister in charge one day last 
winter and obliged him partly to suspend his pastoral visits for a season, 
though it did not prevent him from ministering in the sanctuary. Some 
months ago members of the congregation presented to the Chapel a choir stall 
which had been tastefully designed and made for the chancel at a cost of $50. 
Many strange tongues are represented in the congregations to which the City 
Mission ministers at its thirty stations in tenement districts and in public insti- 
tutions, but all the regular services which it maintains are in English, with 
the exception of those at the Church of San Salvatore, where Italian is the 
language in use. Since its transfer to this Society the Italian Mission has well 
sustained its reputation for good works. Its Sunday morning congregation, 
largely composed of men, numbers from 400 to 500 attentive worshippers. In 
its Sunday-school, both because it is difficult to find competent and willing 
teachers who can speak Italian, and because the children as a rule speak 
English or are eager to learn it, instruction is given in the latter tongue. A 
commendabie feature of the Men’s Club is the well-received effort to make its 
members more intelligent and more patriotic citizens of their adopted country. 
The Minister in charge and indeed every department of his work have been 
much encouraged by the personal and diligent codperation of the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary. The Mothers’ Meeting has been aided by a gift of $50 from the City 
Committee of Grace Church. For a time in past years this useful Mission, 
through the courtesy of the Rector of Grace Church, held its services at old 
Grace Chapel. When, in 1886, St. Philip’s congregation was prepared to move 
to West Twenty-fifth Street, the commodious Church edifice which it had occu- 
pied in Mulberry Street, near Bleecker, was purchased by Miss Catharine Loril- 
lard Wolfeand presented to the Italian Mission. Since that time the wisdom of 
| choosing such a place of worship for the Italians has been abundantly attested. 
But we were obliged to vacate it on the Ist of August, the city requiring a big 
part of the lot in connection with the plan for widening and extending Elm 
Street and awarding $67,550 for it. The plot of ground still left to the Italian 
Mission has the following dimensions, viz.: 89 feet, 12 inches on Mulberry 
Street by 33 feet, 102 inches on the south, by 85 feet, 2 inches on New Elm 
Street, by 17 feet, 108 inches on the north. This property, however, must 
bear its share of assessments to meet the cost of widening Elm Street. We 
were fortunate enough to lease the store and basement No. 40 Bleecker Street, 
close by the old site, for a year and a half, at $1,500 a year. The new place of 
worship, appropriately fitted up, at a cost of about $500, was occupied on the 
Sunday after the last Service at the Church in Mulberry Street. And now the 
important question confronts us, Where shall the new Church edifice stand ? 
St. Barnabay Chapel, in Mulberry Street, draws its congregation and 
Sunday-school classes chiefly from the large household of beneficiaries at St. 
Barnabas’ House adjoining and communicating with the Chapel. Business 
structures are more and more invading the neighborhood, and the remaining 
tenement houses are occupied mostly by Italian families, many of whom 
belong to our Italian Mission. 
Probably no department of the Society’s work is better known than that of 
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St. Barnabas’ House. The special charity to which this commodious and com- 
fortable shelter is reserved—the temporary care of from ninety to one hundred 
homeless women and children—is one which does something toward meeting a 
most urgent need. The House is a refuge and a stepping stone. It shelters 
many women and children whom misfortune has driven from humble homes, 
and also many who have just been discharged from hospitals without means to 
pay for lodgings anywhere else. It helps the women to find employment and 
take a fresh start in the struggle to provide for themselves and their little ones. 
A Lodge of a dozen beds in one of the Society’s buildings in Mott Street, in the 
rear of St. Barnabas’ House, connected with it, and under the same manage- 
ment, has continued to be a usefulannex, At no time in the history of the 
House has its management been more efficient than during the past year. 
The Deaconess in charge and her associates have brought to their task a wise 
and commendable devotedness’;; and we rejoice that they have had so experi- 
enced and able an Advisory Board as that which includes Mrs. George 8. Bow- 
doin, Mrs. James K. Whitaker, Mrs. Browning, Miss Newbold, and Miss 
Edgar. The choir at St. Barnabas’ Chapel is composed of some of the children 
who have been selected from the number longest at St. Barnabas’ House and 
trained to commit Church hymns to memory and sing them. 

In February last the New England Kitchen, established some years ago in 
Hudson Street at a cost of several thousand dollars, was presented by Mr. 
Theodore A, Havemeyer, through Professor Egleston, to the City Mission So- 
ciety, and set up at St. Barnabas’ House. We were giad to welcome this valu- 
able plant with its admirable appliances for scientific cooking on a large scale, 
and we see in it asource of far-reaching economy and health. A reception given 
one day in December at St. Barnabas’ House by the Jadies of the Advisory 
Board and the Deaconess in charge brought together a considerable assembly 
of the clergy and laity, many of whom availed themselves of the opportunity 
to inspect the House, and also to take, for a similar purpose, a little journey to 
Gd’s Providence Mission, in conveyances kindly provided by a friend for the 
occasion. 

At the religious services and in the Sunday-school at God’s Providence Mis- 
sion many boys and girls connected with the various week-day schools of the 
Mission are always in attendance, and it is a significant fact that a large pro- 
portion of these young people, some of whom compose the volunteer choir at 
the Chapel, are of Jewish parentage, the neighborhood itself—an extremely 
populous one—being conspicuously Jewish. This Mission may not inappro- 
priately be called a little branch of Domestic and Foreign Missions. Its rolls 
include some American names, but we find there the English speaking children 
of Germans, Italians, French, Hungarians, Russians, Arabians and others whom 
the stream of immigration has brought to our shores. The City Committee of 
Grave Church has kindly appropriated $80 for the temporary employment of a 
visitor in this polyglot district. A large and handsome Bible has been recently 
presented by the Misses Frey to the Chapel for its lectern. A gift of $100 from 
Mrs. J. D. Lawrence has enabled us to beautify the chancel. Iu addition to the 
religious services and the Sunday-school, we have at this Mission an industrial 
school of two hundred girls, a kindergarten numbering about eighty, a day 
nursery of about sixty little ones, whose mothers are at work away from home 
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during the day, a cooking school, a mothers’ meeting, a short-hand class, a 
branch of the Girls’ Friendly Society, in which lessons in nursing are given, a 
boys’ club, a girls’ guild, a reading-room, a free circulating library, a gymnasium, 
and weekly meetings of some members of the street cleaners’ clubs, which aim 
to help the Street Cleaning Department by cautioning ignorant or careless per- 
sons against violations of the ordinance relating to that department, Some 
months ago the gymnasium was admirably equipped in a large room on the top 
floor, with funds contributed by Mrs. Percy R. Pyne, to whom we are ever 
grateful for the gift of the building itself. The usefulness of the gymnasium 
has been promoted by a gift of $20 from the City Committee of Grace Church. 
We are also indebted to that committee for $55 for other objects, making, 
with the sums specified elsewhere in this report, a total of $365, with which 
our work has been aided from the same source. 

The Egleston Library, founded by Prof. Egleston for the use of mis- 
sionaries and others connected with the City Mission, and in use in one of the 
rooms of the Society’s building, No. 38 Bleecker Street, has met a real want, 
and we hope our friends will from time to time send new or second-hand 
books to its shelves. The St. Barnabas Free Reading-room, a large and com- 
fortable one iu the basement of the building, at the same place, has been open 
every week-day evening, and has been much frequented by poor young men of 
the neighborhood. 

The special fund of $1,786.26, generously contributed for Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, and Easter festivals, has enabled its almoners to make those occa- 
sions peculiarly impressive and comforting to great numbers of children and 
others connected with our Chapels and Mission Houses, and also to great 
numbers of prisoners and hospital patients, to waom, in their hardship, such 
days of cheer are like “‘ honey out of the rock, and oil out of the flinty rock.” 

The Fresh Air Fund has just had the most useful season in its history. 
The contributions amounted to the unusually large sum of $2,295.20. Four 
thousand beneficiaries, mostly women and children, including steamboat and 
barge excursionists, sent to groves on Long Island Sound and elsewhere, have 
shared the benefit of this liberal provision for their relief for a time from the 
heat of their narrow and badly ventilated homes in the city’s most crowded 
neighborhoods. We are grateful to the Rethmore Home, Tenafly; the Martha 
Home, Sing Sing; the Pro-Cathedral Cottage, Tomkins Cove ; the St. John’s 
Fresh Air Guild, Ellenville ; the Calvary Church Home, Carmel; the Babies’ 
Convalescent Home, Sea Cliff ; the Health Home, Coney Island; the Floating 
Hospital of St. John’s Guild ; the Zribune Fresh Air Fund; the Journal Ex- 
eursion Fund, and others, for generous facilities, which have enabled us to ex- 
tend our work much beyond the limits of our own financial resources. We 
desire especially to thank Mrs. J. Hull Browning for having placed Rethmore 
Home at our disposal for the season, and for having sheltered under its com- 
fortable roof, at her own expense, each for a two weeks’ sojourn, two hundred 
and twenty-five women and children sent to the Home by the Deaconess in 
charge of St. Barnabas’ House.’ 

A bronze tablet of tasteful design and workmanship, placed in the sanct- 
‘uary of the Chapel of the Good Shepherd by this Society, by means of funds 
specially contributed for the purpose, in memory of the Rey. William Glenney 
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French, for twenty-three years a missionary on Blackwell’s Island, was 
unveiled at an appropriate memorial service on Wednesday afternoon, Feb- 
ruary 24th. The memorial address—of singular tenderness and power—was 
delivered by the Rev. Cornelius B. Smith, D.D. from the pulpit where Mr. 
French had preached his last sermon on the day before his death in the eighty- 
second year of his age. In addition to the large congregation of men and 
women from the Almshouse, there wasa large attendance of clergy and laity 
from the city, for whose convenience in crossing the East River the Commis- 
sioners of Public Charities had kindly detailed a special Steamer. The Rev. 
Alexander McKay-Smith, D.D., formerly Archdeacon of New York, who was 
unavoidably prevented from leaving Washington in time to be present at the 
service, sent a memorial letter which the Superintendent of the Society read 
to the congregation. In that letter, among other tributes to the memory of 
our departed brother, he said ‘‘May God give the New York City Mission 
Society many missionaries as zealous as dear Mr. French! Beyond him in that 
regard they cannot go. He bore the poor not in a memorandum but deep in 
his heart.” 

It was well deserved praise. And we believe that such a spirit of loving 
service as that which distinguished the venerable missionary of whom it was 
written is no less aglow in the thoughts and endeavors of the living servants 
of the Cross who are translating the meaning of pure religion and undefiled to 
multitudes of weary and heavy laden ones in our public institutions. Some 
standard bearer falls, but his place is taken by another of like purpose 
and courage, and the work of mercy goes on. Aud what a work it is! In 
the Almshouse alone there was last year a daily average of two thousand 
five hundred and sixteen inmates. In the hospitals—Bellevue, Metropolitan, 
City, and others—where our missionaries were on duty, there was a daily 
average of two thousand six hundred and ninety-three patients. These statis- 
tics mean that more than fifty thousand bruised or broken lives pass through 
these institutions in the course of a year, and that a large proportion come 
into personal pastoral relations with the missionaries appointed to minister to 
them. They also give some hint of the large demands made upon the sym- 
pathy and patient lealership of these soldiers of the Church’s advance guard. 
And some indication of good results is found in the class of thirty-six inmates 
of the Almshouse preseated for Confirmation at the chapel of the Good Shep- 
herd on Trinity Sunday. 

In connection with this reference to the Society’s work among the impover- 
ished and the sick we are glad to mention that Miss Dehon has recently, at her 
own expense, caused the Chapel of Christ the Consoler at Bellevue Hospital, 
where we maintain daily services, to be surmounted by a beautiful cross 
designed by the architect of the Chapel edifice. 

Our City Mission has continued during the past year to carry on its work at 
the asylums for the feeble minded and the insane on the islands. Many of the 
patients in the women’s department in the Asylum for the insane on Ward’s 
Island and many of the sixteen hundred patients, mostly women, on Hart’s 
Island, are suffering from what might properly be called a mild form of in- 
sanity, or at least a form of insanity which does not prevent its victim from 
being gentle, obedient, and in some degree teachable. Large numbers of 
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these patients attend our weekly religious services. They are reverent and 
attentive. Their voices are heard in the responses and songs of praise as those 
of any large congregation at a missionary meeting where hearts are full and 
overflowing. And even as some charm of sound recalling happier days has 
once and ayain been known to wake reason from its Swoon, so it may Lappen 
that the worship in which we join with these unfortunates may work a 
spell in ‘“‘ sweet bells jangled,” and help to put them again in tune or, at least, 
to hush them for an interval of the soul’s conscious communion with its Maker. 

At the House of Refuge, on Randall’s Island, our missionary has a Sunday. 
morning service, with an address adapted to his congregation, and he aiso con- 
ducts three differeut Sunday-schools, at different hours, on Sunday afternoon. 
He presented for Confirmation one day last spring thirty-six young people, to 
whose mental and spiritual enlightenment he had given long and faithful 
attention, A hopeful feature of the Christian minister’s work at this reforma- 
tory is the tender ave of most of those who belong to his flock. A large pro- 
portion of these eight hundred juvenile delinquents, as they are called, are 
simply in need of a good training. Rescued, as most of them are, from the 
streets or from homes as open as the streets to demoralizing influences, they 
are brought for the first time under a discipline which puts honest skill and 
industry into their hands, and does something to undo the harm of their 
former environment and awaken motives of right conduct. Surely in such a 
number of future citizens and future heads of families we may well see a 
strong claim upon our thoughtful sympathy. 

A vaster and more difficult problem lies within our prison walls. It lies 
there for one among many reasons because our methods are not sufficiently 
wise and diligent in dealing with multitudes of children of whom it may be 
said that almost as soon as they are born they are adrift on a stream. that runs 
to the precipice. Our prison doors are certainly not opening inward for this 
class alone, but it is impussible not to see a connection between such deplorable 
beginnings and the startling numbers that crowd the city’s jails. What are 
those numbers? The official report tells us that the following were the ad- 
missions to the city’s cells during the past year:

To reform, while they are under lock and key, such of these offenders as 
have settled down to war against Jaw and order, or to sow good seed in their 
hearts for growth in after days, is by no means an easy task. But the Church 
is not set in the world merely to give herself to easy tasks. Her richest har- 
vests sometimes spring from stubborn soil. Besides this, the soil is not always 
as stubborn as it seems. Most of the law-breakers. whom our missionaries find 
behind iron bars have not yet reached middle life ; they do not yet belong to 
what is known as the criminal class. They have a strong downward tendency, 
perhaps, but there is still something in them that looks up. And never can 
this something that looks up have more urgent need of the Church’s Lelp than 
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when beset by prison perils. Yes, prison perils. The way of the transgressor 
is hard, and in nothing harder than in the fellowships to which it leads. Our 
jails are continually in danger of tarning out worse criminals than they take 
in. Some days ago there were at the City Prison, called ‘‘The Tombs,” 
three hundred men in two hundred and twenty-one cells, and forty boys in 
twenty-six cells. At the same time there were one thousand and one prisoners 
in seven hundred and forty-seven cells in the Penitentiary on Blackwell’s 
Island. It is fair to suppose that the prison authorities do the best they can, 
but it is simply impossible for them, under such limitations, to practice any- 
thing like a wise system of classification. It other words, it often inevitably 
happens that some young man who is under arrest, or serving sentence for 
his first offence, has for cell-mate some man with whom crime has long been 
a trade. Weare glad to report, however, though it is unhappily suggestive 
of the growing number of prisoners, that the new City Prison, now in course 
of construction, will have fifteen hundred cells, and that the new addition 
already begun at the Penitentiary will add three hundred and sixty-eight 
cells to the present number. Meantime, wherever there is a prisoner fast 
bound in misery and iron there is a ‘‘ legate of the skies” preaching repentence 
ana a better life. } 

In this work and in all its other work the City Mission Society aims to jus- 
tify its title. But it is an aim that remembers the miracle of the loaves and 
fishes. What, it might be asked, is a little band of missionaries in such a 
wilderness of ignorance and suffering and shame? But faith which sees 
‘time, through every meanest moment of it, resting on eternity,” sees also in 
the opportunities of the passing day, and in the weak hands tliat take hold of 
them, some sign of the presence of One ‘‘ without Whom labour is but lost, 
and with Whom little ones go forth as the mighty.” —

OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PAROCHIAL FUND. 


The Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the Diocese of New York, beg leave to report that during the past year no 
important change has taken place in the trust committed to their Keeping. 
The receipts from investments at their disposal have enabled them to help six 
faithful clergymen of this diocese who are settled in parochial work and doing 
their duty with all diligence and zeal ; but whose incomes derived from their 
parishes are hardly enough for a decent maiutenance. 

All of these clergymen are doing good and useful work and the insufficiency 
of their salaries is due only to the barrenness and poverty of the fields in which 
they labor. 

The thankfulness with which this aid is received furnishes the best evi- 
dence of the need of this fund and is the best argument for its increase aud 
an extension of its benefits. 

On account of the illness and absence abroad of the Treasurer of this fund, 
it is impossible to present a full report to the Convention, but the report of 
the Assistant Treasurer of the sums received and expended by him is herewith 
given, and a detailed report will be printed in the Journal of the Convention.

Weport 
OF COMMITTEE ON CHURCH ARMY. 


The Committee appointed by the Convention of the Diocese cf New York 
for A.D. 1896, to give such advice and counse! and such encouragement and 
aid as were within their power to the organization known as the Church Ariny, 
and to act in concurrence with the Bishop and Reciors and Ministers in charge, 
in the cautious adaptation of this movement, under a Clerical director, as a 
supplement to existing Parochial agencies, beg leave to report, that two 
meetings have been held. 

At the latter of these meetings, on the seventh day of last June, an outline 
report was presented by the Church Army Commission, which had been 
appointed by the Parochial Missions Society for the United States. 

This report of the Commission referred to the successful efforts made by it 
in awakening interest and in beginning rescue work, in the Dioceses of Massa- 
chussetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, and Newark. 

This Committee further report that having been asked to give ‘‘advice and 
counsel to the organization known as the Church Army,” they desire to sugvest 
to the latter, that, in accordance with the express terms of the resolution uuder 
which this Committee was constituted, a competent clerical director should be 
appointed at once to give his entire time to the work. 

The necessity of making such a suggestion is urged upon this committee, 
not only by the reasons, sufficiently obvious one vear ago, but because, first, 

The Parochial Missions Society, most helpfully associated with this 
committee, in accordance with the resolution adopted by the Convention of 
last year (see Journai of Convention for 1896, page 79), has relinquished all 
oversight of the work on and after the day immediately preceding the date 
of the assembling of the present Convention; thus leaving the Church Army, 
in this diocese, at this time, without officially recognized oversight, and 
because, second, 

The organization of the Church Army, as at present constituted, has not 
shown the unity and coherence that seem essential and that might be possible 
under the close personal supervision of a single competent clerical leader. 
Your Committee are influenced in reaching this conclusion by the fact that 
the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese of Massachusetts, who have been active 
in the work of the Church Army, have formed a distinct organization for that 
diocese. 

Your Committee also respectfully report that during the year past they 
have not been called upon, in any instance, to give ‘‘ advice and concurrence 
in the adaptation of this movement, as a supplement to existing parochial 
agencies,” as they were authorized and required to do, by the ]a-t Convention, 
‘‘ whenever and wherever the Bishop and the Rector or Minister in charge,” 
deem such adaptation advisable. (Journal of Convention for 1896, page 79.) 

Owing to insufficient information your Committee cannot make a more 
detailed report; therefore, they beg leave to submit the following resolution ; 
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Resolved, that this Convention is not prepared to pass judgment upon the 
wisdom and expediency of the Church Army, in this country, and leaves it to 
the several parishes of the diocese to trike such action in the matter as in the 
exercise of their parochial freedom they may deem desirable. 

All of which is respectfully submitted, with the request that your Com- 
mittee be discharged from furtber service in this connection.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON AN EPISCOPAL R#SIDENCE. 


The Committee appointed at the last Convention to confer with the Trus- 
tees of the Cathedral and with the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund regarding 
‘‘the erection of the Episcopal Residence upon the grounds of the Cathedral 
or elsewhere, and the appropriation toward the same of the amount in the 
hands of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund arising from the sale of the former 
residence in T'wenty-second Street,” respectfully report, that on the 29th of 
April, 1897, the following resolution was adopted by the Trustees of the 
Cathedral : 


‘‘On motion it was Resolved, That a site for the Episcopal Residence be set 
apart upon or adjacent to the corner of 110th Street and Amsterdam Avenue, 
and that such legal disposition of the plot necessary for such site other than 
parting with the fee thereof, is hereby authorized as may be requisite to secure 
the application of the proceeds of the sale of the former :esidence on Twenty- 
second Street, held by the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund to the construction 
of the new residence.” 


And that said resolution having been presented and duly considered at a 
conference between this Committee, representatives of the Cathedral, and the 
Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, held September 28, 1897, and the whole ques- 
tion as to the propriety and importance of the Diocese being no longer without 
an Hpiscopal Residence, and the proper present location for one having been 
discussed, it was, on motion of Mr. Morgan, 


Resolved, That it is the sense of the conference that until the Cathedral be 
nearer completion and access to its locality more speedy and convenient, it will 
not be wise to accept the liberal offer of a portion of its site for the erection of 
the Episcopal Residence, but to the end that the Diocese may not be without 
an Episcopal Residence between now and the time when it will be thought best 
to do so, and to avoid the necessity of annu:l assessment of the parishes for the 
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salary of the Bishop, the following resolution be recommended for adoption by 
the Convention : 

Resolved, That the Episcopal Fund be increased to three hundred thousand 
dollars, and this beet been done, an Episcopal Residence be purchased in the 
central part of the city as soon as the amount necessary to pay for the same, 
beyond the fund now in the hands of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund aris- 
ing frem the sale of the former residence in Twenty-second Street, be obtained ; 
title to the re-idence authorized to be purchased to be taken in the name of 
the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and such Trustees being hereby author- 
ized to apply to such purchase said amount in their hands arising from the sale 
of the former residence, with any accumulations thereof. 

Further Resolved, That a Special Committee with power be appointed to 
carry out the provisions of the foregoing resolution,

The Bishop and Standing Committee shall fix definitely all parish bounda- 
ries, and may alter or rearrange the same from time to time as in their judg- 
ment the welfare of the Diocese may require, provided that no such alteration 
or rearrangement shall be made as will impair, injure, destroy, or in any 
manner interfere with any property rights or funds which at the time may be 
vested in any Church corporation of this Diocese, or which at the time may be 
vested in any trustee or trustees for any such Church corporation, or for 
parochial or missionary work in the Diocese ; and within the parish boundaries 
so defined, no Rector or Vestry of any adjoining parish shall carry on or permit 
to be carried on by his or its authority, any missionary or Sunday-school work, 
or club room, reading room, or gymnasium, or circulate or permit to be circu- 
lated by his or its authority, any literature published or authorized by or for 
its parish, unless with the written consent of the Rector then having charge of 
said parish ; but nothing herein shall be construed to prevent any Rector from 
freely visiting or ministering to any member of his Church who may reside 
outside the boundaries of his own parish. 


On motion of the Secretary the foregoing proposed amendment 
was referred to the committee on canons. 


F. B. Van Kleeck, D.D., presented the following 
report : 


Report 


OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON CLOSER RELATIONS BETWEEN 
RURAL MISSIONARY WORK AND THOSE BY WHOM IT IS 
MAINTAINED. 


The Bishop, in his last address to the Convention, in speaking of the 
discharge of our Diocesan Missionary responsibilities, used these words : 

‘‘A serious obstacle in the way of this has been our mutual ignorance. 
There are very few of our great city congregations who do not know more 
about the missionary work of Wyoming or Alaska than they do about that of 
Rockland, Putnam, Sullivan, or Ulster counties in our own diocese. Indeed, 
comparisons are misleading here, for the ignorance in one case is relative 
only, while in the other it is often absolute. Surely it ouzht not to be so, and 
it need not be. I have already proposed, here, a method for bringing our 
diocesan missions and missionaries into closer and more mutually stimulating 
relationships with the city parishes that chiefly maintain them ; and I ask you, 
at this Convention, to intrust the matter to a committee of your own body, in 
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order to provide for such canonical enactment as may set in operation some 
very simple and entirely practicable methods of localizing responsibility for 
the missionary work of the diocese, and awakening and deepening interest in 
its maintenance and extension.” 

Your special committee appointed to consider this matter would report : 
Canon XVIII., which created the Diocesan Missionary Society, seems to 
cover in every way the needs and requirements for the prosecution of mission 
work in the diocese. The system originated by the Canon has been worked 
for several years, with universal satisfaction, and without change or amend- 
ment. The method of annual apportionment upon the parishes of an amount 
they are expected to give for Diocesan Missions has met with approval, and 
with few exceptions, adopted. But our Bishop is right when he thinks that 
the contributors should know all about the field, its needs, its workers, if they 
are to have a real interest in the work, and give continuously for its support. 
New York has put the rural parts of the diocese under a great debt of obliga- 
tion and gratitude, for the most generous manner in which the city churches 
have given for this work. And the parishes in the rural Archdeaconries 
have faithfully done what was asked of them by the Diocesan Board of Man- 
agers. But the satisfaction of doing and giving is greatly impaired by the 
difficulty suggested by the Bishop, the lack of knowledge of the whole field 
and the want of it, as it relates to special work and the men who do it. 
Locality and personality enter very largely into any work that calls either for 
sympathy or succor. Your committee appreciates the importance of this 
Subject and has considered certain plans suggested. And in order to bring 
about closer, more sympathetic, more intelligent relation of the city churches 
and the mission work in the country they so generously aid, your committee 
would offer the following plan. That the ‘Bishop be requested by resolution 
-at this Convention to order four services at churches in the Archdeaconry of 
New York, at which conferences be held on the subject of Diocesan Missions. 
These services should take place in the autumn, winter and early spring. 
We deem it important that the papers or addresses given at such a conference 
should be carefully prepared by clergymen or laymen competent to give the 
fullest information upon the diocesan field and its work. By holding four 
services, the ground occupied by the city may be fully covered. Beginning 
with St. Peter’s, Westchester, or St. James’, Fordham, then one of the Harlem 
churches, and holding the last two services down town, the whole city may be 
reached: Your committee would beg leave to offer the following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Convention requests the Bishop of the Diocese to 
arrange a series of services during this Convention year, at which the subject 
of Diocesan Missions shall be discussed by such writers or speakers as he may 


designate. All which is respectfully submitted.

Report 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON CERTIFICATES OF INCORPORATION OF 
. PARISHES. 


The Committee has conferred with the Committee to whom the last Conven- 
tion committed the examination of the Act of the Legislature of 1895, in 
relation to Religious Corporations, and it was agreed that the forms recom- 
mended by this Committee, in its report to the last Convention, are apt and 
correct, under that Law as it now stands. But since the other Committee will 
offer to this Convention a report proposing certain alterations to be made in the 
form of the Law, it would be useless, until definite action be taken by the 
Legislature, in regard to the Law itself, to have the blanks printed and 
distributed for use, as the Committee was empowered to do. These blank 
forms of the required certificates, however, have been appended to the report 
of the other Committee, and will be presented to this Convention, in order 
that they may be printed as an Appendix to the Journal, for use until the 
proposed Amendatory Act shall be procured and go into into effect. 

The Committee asks, therefore, to be continued, in order to complete its 
work, subsequent to fruition of the suggestions of the other Committee, in 
amendments to the Law. 


On motion the Committee was continued. 


The Rey. J. M. Chew presented the following report : 


Weport 


OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE ON THE NEW ACT FOR THE INCOR- 
PORATION OF CHURCHES. 


The joint committee, appointed by the last Convention to consider and for- 
mulate the amendments deemed necessary to Chapter seven hundred and 
twenty-three of the laws of 1895, entitled ‘‘ An Act in relation to religious cor- 
porations,” constituting chapter forty-two of the general laws, beg leave to 
report. 

They have examined carefully said Act, and especially its provisions for the 
incorporation and government of Protestant Episcopal Parishes or Churches 
considered its seeming defects, and recommend unanimously that application 
be made to the Legislature for the adoption of the following amendments 
thereto. ; 

first: Amend Section 81 of Article II. by striking out all of paragraph 
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next to the last after the words ‘“‘ so specified therein,’ and by inserting in lieu 
thereof the following words: i 


_ ‘©The church wardens and vestrymen so elected, and their successors in 
office, together with the rector, when there is one, shall form a vestry, and 
shall be the trustees of such church or congregation ; and they and their suc- 
cessors shali thereupon, by virtue of this act, be a body corporate by the name 
or title expressed in such certificate, and shall have power from time to time 
to adopt By-laws for its governance.” 


The Act in its present form makes the congregation, the corporation, and 
the vestry simply the trustees. The object of the proposed amendment is to 
restore the old rule, and in the wording of the amendment your committee 
have followed closely the language adopted by the Federate Council, with the 
addition of the clause giving authority to the Vestry to make By-laws for its 
governance. 

Second: Amend Section 382 of Article II. by striking out all the first para- 
graph, with the exception of the sub-title of the section, and by inserting in 
the first line of the second paragraph, after the word ‘‘ trustees,” the words 
‘*of any incorporated Protestant Episcopal Parish or Church.” 

This amendment is made so as to bring Section 82 into conformity with 
Section 31 as amended by your committee. 

Third: Amend Section 82 of Article II. by striking out in the third and 
fourth lines of the second paragraph the words “ personally or in writing to 
each member thereof,” aud by substituting therefor the words ‘‘in writing,” 
so that the clause shall read ‘‘ notice thereof shall be given to each member 
thereof by the rector in writing.” 

The object of this amendment is to restore the former rule requiring written 
‘notice of a meeting of the Vestry, except in the one case-provided by the new 
law when all the members of the Vestry are present. 

Fourth: Amend Section 33 of Article IL by striking out in the fifth para- 
graph the words ‘‘ not excecding six hours.” 

This wiil leave the length of the annual meeting for the election to be 
determined, as heretofore, by the presiding officer, or by a majority of the 
voters thereat. 

fifth: Amend Section 33 of Article II. by changing the words ‘‘one year” 
in the fourth line from the end of the closing piragraph to the words ‘*‘ two 
years. 4: 

This is simply the correction of a clerical blunder in the Act. 

Sixth: Amend Section 36 of Article II. by changing the reference to ‘‘ Sec- 
tion 30”’—to Section 323. 

These amendments, if adopted, will require the following verbal amend- 
meats to make the various sections of the Act consistent with each other. 

1. Change in last paragraph of Article II., Section 30, the words ‘‘ first 
annual meeting of the corporation ” to ‘‘ first annual election.” 

2. Omit in Section 34 the word ‘‘ corporate” wherever it occurs. 

3. Omit in Section 35, sixth line of first paragraph, the words ‘‘of such 
corporation,”’ Also in second paragraph, fourth line, omit ‘‘of the corpora- 
tion,” and in the eighth line omit ‘‘ of such corporation,” 
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In addition to these amendments to Article II., your committee would rec- 
ommend as new matter the following amendment : 


Amend Article I., Section 11, as amended by Chapter 336, Laws of 1896, 
by adding, sixth line on page 278, the words : 


‘and shall not make application to the Court for leave to mortgage, lease, 
or sell any of its real property without the consent of the bishop and standing 
committee of the Diocese to which such church belongs ; but in case the see 
be vacant, or the bishop be absent or unable to act, the consent of the stand- 
ing committee, with their certificate of the vacancy of the see, or of the ab- 
sence or disability of the bishop, shall suffice.” 


In conclusion your committee would recommend for use the blank certifi- - 
cates for incorporation presented by the committee on that subject at the last 
Convention, until the Act in relation to religious corporations be amended by 
the Legislature. 


On motion of the Rev. Prescott Hvarts it was ordered that the 
foregoing report be printed for the information of the Convention 
and made the order for the day at 10:30 A.M. to-morrow. 


On motion of the Rev. Thomas R. Harris, D.D., the certificates 
of lay delegates and the Secretary’s roll were referred to the com- 
mittee on Certificates. 


The Secretary presented the following report : 


Report 


OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS OF THE CHURCH MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY FOR SEAMEN. 


Many centuries ago it was written ; ‘‘ And he began to teach by the sea- 
side and there was gathered unto him a great multitude.” Never before has 
our Society been so profoundly impressed by the multitude at the seaside and 
its pressing needs as now. 

A great commerce must ever demand this throng at the seaside, especially, 
in those places, where nature has done so much to attract that commerce as 
she has done in the Port of New York, We have endeavored to meet some 
of tlie needs of these many sailors in this city and to what extent we have 
succeeded may be partially comprehended by a hasty glance at some of the 
figures and facts which appear on the records of our several stations. We find 
that there have been, during the past year, 673 services held which have been 
attended by 29,215 men. That 108,653 seamen have availed themselves of our 
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reading rooms. That of substantial reading matter including Bibles, Prayer 
Books and miscellaneous books, there have been 6,100 volumes, or copies 
distributed. That in our reading rooms seamen have written und received 
10,476 letters. Many other important features of the work are set forth in the 
reports of our chaplains, which follow. Surely these are encouraging facts 
and we have had additional encouragement afforded us in the generous 
pecuniary aid given to us, in this, our hour of need. In this connection we are 
glad to make grateful acknowledgement of the liberality of Mr. W. Waldorf 
Astor in creating a fund of $50,000, the income whereof is to be appropriated 
to the payment of the salary of ore of our chaplains and any surplus to the 
payment of the salaries of our other missionaries. 

We have also been the recipients of some very acceptable legacies. One of 
$5,000 from Miss Phebe Pearsall, who had been for many years among our 
contributors. And another which we owe largely to the generous and kind 
remembrance of a devoted friend and benefactor of our work, who has so 
often manifested his interest by his liberal support, namely Mr. J. Pierpont 
Morgan, a long time efficient and valuable member cf our Board, in selecting 
our society as one of the beneficiaries, to the extent of $735.27, under a clause 
in the will of the late Hosier Morgan of England, giving the income from 
$4,470.54 for the relief of the poor of New York City. We most earnestly 
hope that we may soon have to record more of just such proofs of a living 
interest in our welfare ; and if we are to accept the responsibilities that will 
be forced upon us by the building of new piers extending over two miles up 
the North River, from 23d to 81st streets, it is difficult to see how we can get 
on without much liberal aid. 

It is hard to part with any of our earnest co-workers, but the sad fact 
meets us that death, during the past year, has taken from our ranks two 
- whose valuable assistance will be missed. The Rev. Dr. Charles . Hoffman, 
one of our clerical vice-presidents—a man whose character has so endeared 
him to this community—for very many years had shown himself a true friend 
of our society, both by liberal contributions and a readiness when called upon 
to advise and encourage the work. Capt. A. P. Cooke, of our Navy, brought 
to the society that sympathetic interest in and desire to forward its efforts 
which we realize as being so serviceable to us, 

With the recital of these our losses and achievements our record does not 
close. On the contrary, it is granted to us to assure our friends that the last 
year has opened up to the Society such possibilities—such a promise of wide- 
spread influence, as it has never before known, In short, we have entered 
upon a new era—an era of broad development, Few will venture to set a 
limit to what may be accomplished through codperation—and this is the main — 
feature of our newera. It may not be uninteresting to review some of the 
facts connected with this movement. 

An effort has been successfully made this year by your Board to bring 
about codperation among the several benevolent societies in New York which 
labor for the benefit of seamen. At the request of this Society, delegates from 

_the Society of the Promotion of the Gospel in the Port of New York, The 
Marine Society, The Maritime Association, The Christian Endeavor Seamen’s 
Bethel Society, The Seamen’s Friend Society and this Society have had 
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frequent meetings in ‘‘ Joint Conference” and have discussed the following 
subjects in their relation to seamen : 

Federal and State Legislation. 

Municipal and Harbor protection and the regulation of Sailor’s Boarding 
Houses. 

Grievances and legal aid. 

Hospital and other relief. 

Free Labor Bureau for the shipment of seamen and a school for navigation. 

Committees on these several matters have made laborious investigations 
and have submitted valuable reports, which have already produced excellent 
results and promise still greater benefits to seamen as the plans now in 
progress mature and develope under the favorable auspices of the Chamber of 
Commerce aud other influential organizations whose interest has been aroused 
and whose influence has been enlisted in their behalf. 

It has not been deemed wise by the ‘‘ Joint Conference” to undertake 
aggressive work, but it seeks to interest individual societies which have been 
duly incorporated and authorized by charter to sue and be sued in the devel- 
opment of their recognized field of labor. Fer this reason, your Board of 
Managers has employed a suitable person to seek out, advise and protect 
sailors from robbery and outrage when they arrive in this port as strangers to 
receive their accumulated earnings. His daily reports show that much good 
work has been done, and arrangements are now being made for the establish- 
ment of a Free Shipping Bureau under the auspices of another society. It is 
hoped that someone will stand sponsor for the proposed school for navigation. 
The Chamber of Commerce having unanimously approved of the report of O. 
Egerton Schmidt, its Commissioner, for licensing Sailors’ Boarding Houses, and 
ordered its distribution, has thus shown its disposition to recognize the sailor’s 
claim to more complete protection. An extract from its minutes will show 
some of the evils and suggested remedies : 

“The illegal occupation of so-called runners, and the abuses to which 
seamen are subjected on arrival at and in shipping from this port have had, 
and are having, the earnest attention of the Board of Commissioners, and with 
the promised hearty aid of City and Federal officials they can now, at least, 
see a little daylight ahead. 

‘The state of affairs in connection with seamen in this port has been a 
disgrace to a city calling itself progressive and civilized, and very much needs 
to be done before we can even approach the good systems now prevalent in 
England through the active intervention of its Board of Trade, or on the 
continent of Europe, for the protection and care of seamen while in or shipping 
from this port. 

“The school for navigation and the Free Shipping Bureau are projects 
which the Chamber of Commerce might well endorse, with its full approval. 

“If some New York man of position and ability could be appointed as 
United. States Shipping Commissioner, and would sacrifice his ease to the 
proper daily conduct of the affairs of his office, many of the evils which now 
exist regarding the welfare and shipping of seamen might be greatly alleviated, 
if not cured.” 

In matters of legislation, the influence of the Society ‘‘and of the Joiut 
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Conference” has been exerted in behalf of better accommodation on ship 
board for seamen, curtailment of the power of the ‘“‘crimp” and “ landshark ”’ 
and the abolition of allotment notes or advance wages for payment of sailors’ 
debts. It is believed that sailors will not incur debts, and claims will not be 
preferred against them when it is known that sailors’ wages will not be paid 
until earned, and that allotment notes can only be given for the benefit of the- 
sailor's immediate family. 

Shall we press on with the work, or are we to stop on the very threshold? 
Are we to avail ourselves of these new and efficient instrumentalities for 
accomplishing vastly more good than ever, or not? 

If one scans the steamer passenger lists, especially during the summer 
season. he will find there the names of many of those who are prominently 
identified with the work of the Episcopai Church in this city. No one, for 
one moment, supposes that these most charitable and liberal hearted. people. 
would refuse, in a rational way, to better the lot of the men unto whom they 
are willing to entrust their lives and treasure. The truth is, though, that the 
mutter escapes their attention. Why not, then, make thank offerings to our 
Society on returning from each successful voyage ? 

If the rectors of our churches would devote one sermon a vear to this cause, 
it would be most helpful and encouraging. The Rev. Dr. Parks, of Calvary 
Church, is entitled to the grateful acknowledgement of the Society for the 
eloquent sermon recently preached by him in behalf of seamen, at Christ 
Charch. 

Our income this year should be $18,000. In the year just past our expenses 
were $13,912.54. Income, $12,709.49. Deficit, $1,203.05. Average deficit 
for three years past, $3,173.98. 

Unquestionably our policy must be made to cantor to the condition of our 
treasury. Does this mean that we are to nevlect the sailor and let him become 
a mere bit of machinery, like the other machinery on shipboard, which now 
does so much of the work that was formerly his? Doers it mean that we are 
to abandon him now to be preyed upon afresh by crimps.and other vultures? 
Does it mean that at this stage we are to withdraw, and throw our share of 
benefitting the condition of the sailor upon other organizations, so ready now 
to codperate with us? 

Now that our chence for development is so exceptional—now that such 
great and rare opportunities are offered us, will not our friends, who have 
ofien so liberally aided us in the past—our friends, who are constantly en- 
trusting so much that is dearest and most valuable to the care of men of the 
sea—our fiiends wio believe that the sailor like the child should be protected, 
realize the situation and come to our relief ? 

Remember that the way in which charitable work is done in this city often 
forms a model for doing like work in other cities throughout the country, so 
that in helping the cause here one may be doing very much for it elsewhere. 
Few were the years of our Lord’s ministry upon. earth, but how often do we 
find him giving of his best to the multitudes by the seaside. What shall we 
give these multitudes?

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Van Kleeck, Archdeacon of West- 
chester, the Convention proceeded to sit as the Board of Missions. 


The Rev. W. H. Vibbert, D.D. presented the following report: 
Report 
_OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS. 


The Board of Managers of Diocesan Missions respectfully report as follows: 

1. The Archdeacon of Dutchess reports that a new station, Salt Point, has 
been added to the list of stations, making nine points where missionary work 
is carried on. ‘The Church life in the old established parishes of Pleasant 
Valley, Pine Plains, Lithgow and Amenia has been excellent, in view of the 
fact that there is no growth in these towns. Three of the missionaries are 
new men, the Rev. Messrs. Evans, Ivie and Duncan. The missionary at 
Pleasant Valley has lately held services at Salt Point, some five miles distant, 
where unusual interest has been manifested. As Hopewell Junction, on 
account of the favorable and promising aspect of the work, required the 
presence of a clergyman instead of a lay-reader, it has also been placed “in 
the charge of the missionary at Pleasant Valley. St. Thomas’, Amenia Union, 
owes much to the wise arrangement of the missionary, the Rev. E. V. Evans. 
He has taken the oversight of the Harlem valley, and is active in visiting the 
few Church families in many of the towns. This station has an endowment 
of $7,900. A confirmation class of nine persons and a large Sunday-school are 
evidence of good work done. Mr. Evans has charge also of the mission at 
Dover Plains, and is helped by the lay-missionary of Stone House. Last 
autumn nine persons’ were confirmed by the Bishop of this diocese, and the 
outlook at Dover Plains is very encouraging. 

The character of the work at Stone House has been so altered by circum- 
stances that it may seem unwise to maintain it after next year. Too much 
cannot be said in commendation of the excellent influence that the lay- 
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missionary, Mr. A. C. Burdick, has exerted by his life among the rude and 
uneducated people of Stone House. . 

The Rev. J. H. Ivie of Fishkill has charge of the work at Glenham, where 
the people are very poor, owing to the closing of the carpet mills several years 
ago. By the will of the late Mr, Livingston, rector, and through the efforts of 
the Rev. J. B. Pitman, missionary until last January, this station has now an 
endowment of $3,000, which, however, will not be available for income for 
Some years. The services of the Rev. Dr. Fairbairn and the faculty and 
students of St. Stephen’s College in the work in their neighborhood, are grate- 
fully acknowledged. The Woman’s Chapter of the Archdeaconry has continued 
its helpful interest in the work, supplying many needs of the stations and of the 
public charities of the diocese, and furnishing a lending library of Sunday- 
school books, which have been of great service in many places. 

2. The Archdeacon of Orange reports that work has been continued at the 
same stations as last year. Some changes have been made in the personnel 
of the missionary force. The Rev. P. C, Creveling has removed from Cornwall 
and assumed charge of Liberty, Sullivan Co., and in connection therewith con- 
ducts regular services, on every Sunday afternoon, at the Loomis Sanitarium. 

The Rev. W. A. Masker, Jr., has resigned the missions of Callicoon and 
Long Eddy. Services have been maintained at the mountain and lake stations 
by local contributions without appropriations from the general fund of the Arch- 
deaconry, and also at Big Indian by the kind offices of the Rev. W. F. Lewis 
and his son, the Rev. Chas. 8. Lewis. At Pine Hill in the Catskills eight per: 
sons were recently confirmed, and the parish is making a zealous effort to raise 
funds sufficient to maintain Sanday services during the whole year, The in- 
crease in every department of Church work at Stone Ridge affords cause of 
encouragement; and at Ripton Glen two ample lots have been given by Mr. 
-Dimick of the carpet works, for a chapel and a parsonage. 

Another fact of great encouragement is the relinquishment of the mis- 
sionary stipend by Christ Church, Marlborough, and the enrollment of this old 
parish —for the first time—in the list of self-supporting parishes. The same 
cheering step has been taken by Christ Church, Warwick, according to the 
promise of last year. The rector of St. John’s Church, Monticello, expresses 
the belief that by January, 1898, it also will be able to relinquish the missionary 
stipend. Thus, altogether, the work has been remarkably successful, and sub- 
stantial progress has been accomplished on a solid basis for increased efficiency 
and usefulness in the future. 

3. The Archdeacon of Westchester reports good and efficient service done in 
twenty-two parishes and missions by fourteen missionaries and rectors. No 
changes have taken place among the clergy for two or three years past. Early 
in the year two mission churches were consecrated—St, Paul’s, Spring Valley, 
Rockland Co., and St. Joseph’s of Arimathea in Saw Mill Valley, Westchester 
Co. St. Paul’s is the result of the faithful and persistent energy of the Rev. 
Thos. Stephens, who is now directing his efforts to securing a rectory for the 
mission, which, when built, will insure the future of the work and make it a 
strong centre for the Church in the county. In the consecration of St. Joseph’s 
the patient and active labors of the Rev. John Dr'sler received their crown, 
and only because he was old and feeble did he consent to hand over the charge 
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to the Rev. A. H. Redding, who has vigorously continued the work with cheer. 
ing results. 

At Sherman Park the Rev. Mr. Holmes of Pleasantville is holding services 
in the schoolhouse, generously offered him by the trustees. At Sherwood 
Park, West Mt. Vernon, the Chapel of St. Mary is doing good work under the 
Rev. Mr. Butler. After many years of struggle the Mission at Lewisboro has 
freed itself from debt, and an old historic parish with a good property will 
thus be secured to the Church and diocese. At Lake Mahopac the season has 
been most prosperous. The Rev. Mr. Sutcliffe has raised nearly $2,000 for the 
rectory fund, and will soon be able to reside at this place. His work at Richard 
ville is most encouraging. At an early date he hopes to resume the services 
at Carmel, the county seat. 

The needs of the Archdeaconry in the near future will require a somewhat 
larger income to establish missions in growing villages and hamlets in West- 
chester County. On the Harlem and Putnam railroads there are already 
places where the Church should be established. The Archdeacon is constantly 
approached by Church people too far removed from parish churehes for the 
ministrations of the Church. An offer has been made by the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew to serve such stations as Lay Readers, where their services shall 
be required ; and with the full approval of the Bishop we hope soon to accept 
the offer. 

4. The Archdeacon of Richmond reports that during the year but one change 
among the incumbents of the mission stations has taken place, and that the 
work has progressed favorably in spite of some discouragements and local 
troubles, 

At Concord, the chapel has been improved and beautified, the attendance at 
the services is very encouraging, and there has been a marked improvement 
in the Sunday-school. 

At Garretsons, the services have been maintained, but for various reasons it 
has been impossible to make much progress. It is hoped that the develop- 
ment of the adjoining property will advance the interests of the mission, 

The mission at Hrastina is by far the most flourishing and prosperous in 
the Archdeaconry. Owing to feeble health the Rev. Mr. Bell was obliged to 
resign bis charge, and the Rev. Mr. Queale has taken up the work with a zeal 
and earnestness that have done wonders. The chapel has been improved and 
beautified, the services and Sunday-school show a large and increasing attend- 
ance, and great interest is felt by the people. The prospects are most en- 
couraging for an excellent work in the future. 

At St. Stephen’s, Tottenville, Mr. Welham is carrying on the work with 
success in the teeth of great opposition, and the progress has been steady and 
the outlook is cheering. 

The mission at Prince’s Bay has been abandoned for the present, but it is 
hoped to reéstablish it as soon as a favorable opportunity offers. 

Toough the work at Eltingville and New Dorp has been hindered by severe 
internal dissensions, Mr. Wilson reports that the progress on the whole has 
been encouraging and that the prospects for the coming year are good and 
hopeful. ; 

5. The Archdeacon of New York reports that: 
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During the year since the Jast Convention, the Archdeaconry of New York 
has been enabled, by the responses to its appeal, to conduct and develope the 
two new missions under its charge in a substantial though most economical 
manner, Both these missions, that for the colored population, now called St. 
David’s Chapel, at 158th Street, east of 3d Avenue, and that of St. George’s, 
for the whole population, at Williamsbridge, New York City, have grown de- 
cidedly and healthfully, and give good promise for the future. That future of 
secured independence and enlarged usefulness could be greatly hastened by 
such contributions as would enable the Archdeaconry to at once purchase lots 
for the permanent location of the work, and for the erection of such churches 
as the need may require. At present both missions rent their places of wor- 
ship. The constant appreciation of real estate in these suburban districts dem- 
onstrates the wisdom of an early purchase to secure ground on the most rea- 
sonable terms. Special gifts are asked for this purpose. 

The Archdeaconry asks also for a continuance and enlargement of the dona- 
tions of last year for the current expenses of these missions and for an enlarge- 
ment aud multiplication of them. For both these missions, by reason of their 
vitality and growth, require increased expenditure for their proper administra- 
tion. Moreover, by the transfer of Grace Charch, City Island, to the care of 
the Archdeaconry of New York from the Archdeaconry of Westchester, made 
necessary by the enlargement of the city boundaries, this Archdeaconry has 
had to assume an additional responsibility for at least $400 annually. 

A new mission movement called the Chapel of the Advent has, since Easter, 
been started at Woodlawn village and has so far been self-supporting. 

The mission to foreign speaking peoples have been conducted as during 
last year. Trinity Church pays the salary of a German missionary, through 
the Church German Society now constituted of members of the executive com- 
‘mittee of the Archdeaconry. The Archdeaconry has become responsible for 
the maintenance of the German work in connection with St. Ambrose’s Chapel, 
requiring some $300 or $400 annually. St. Bartholomew’s Church pays the 
needed expenses of the Scandinavian mission in Harlem and of the Armenian 
and Chinese missions in lower New York, Calvary Church maintains the 
mission to Armenians in Calvary Chapel. The missions to foreign speaking 
peoples under the direction of the Archdeaconry are thus chiefly supported by 
these three parishes. They could be multiplied and enlarged were the meaus 
at hand to support them. 

Thanks are returned to those individual Churchmen and to those churches 
which have come to the support of this important work of Church extension ; 
and especially to the ladies of the Church of the Incarnation for forming an 
Archdeaconry Guild and assuming the rent of the hall for St. David’s Chapel ; 
and to the city committee of the Jadies of Grace Church for substantial aid to 
both St. George’s and St. David’s missions. 

As constant appeals are made to the Archdeacon to establish work at new 
missionary centres; as itis important that such new missions should be under- 
taken in the interests of Church extension ; and as the work now in hand re- 
quires increased expenditure for its proper and efficient maintenance, apart 
from all enlargement of it, the Archdeaconry of New York asks immediate and 
generous attention to its needs, 
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The method for obtaining the needed means must be by special collections 
in churches and special donations of Churchmen for Church extension in the 
city of New York.

While 
meeting our obligations due July ist, we are without the needed funds 
required to pay the stipends due to the missionaries on October 1st. 

Every year the struggle to obtain the needed funds seems to grow harder, 
and were it not that the Bishop has, again and again, come forward with a 
helping hand, we must, of necessity, long since have been obliged to largely 
diminish our work. 

‘en thousand dollars are required to meet our yearly appropriations, and 
yet our collections from the New York churches amount to only sixty-seven 
hundred dollais, leaving thirty-three hundred dollars to be gathered from 
other sources. 
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It would be a grand and cheering experience to have the missionary work 
in Our diocese assume its proper position in the sympathy of Churchmen.

Report 
OF. ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE. 


The undersigned beg to submit the following report on St. Stephen's 
College in behalf of the trustees. 

The College opened on the 8th of September with the usual number of 
students. There are now seventy students, Seven were graduated B.A. at 
the last commencement on the 17th of June. There were, also, seven special 
coursemen, all of whom have entered the General Theological Seminary or other 
divinity schools of the Church. 

In making this report, it is impossible not to call to mind the interest, in- 
fluence and aid which were shown by the Rev. C. F. Hoffman, D.D. He 
first turned his attention to the want of endowment, and within two or three 
years he gave an amount of money which enabled the trustees to carry on the 
work without danger of failure, or of delay in meeting their engagements, 
There were received from him three hundred thousand dollars, a hundred 
thousand dollars and more of which sum were used for building. ‘he college 
has now mostexcellent and convenient dormitories for forty-eight students, and 
two hundred thousand dollars have been invested as an endowment for the 
payment of the salaries of eight professors, 

Dr. Hoffman said when he had given this large amount of money, ‘‘ Now 
that we have saved the college, let us build it up and make it the means of 
giving to those who propose to enter the sacred ministry a superior education.” 
And the first step in this direction was the endowment of the professorship of 
Greek, placing the nomination in the hands of the Society for Promoting 
Religion and Learning. The next step in this direction was the building of a 
library which is not only an ornament, but also a most appropriate und con- 
venient building for its purpose. The moment the library building was ready 
to receive them he continued to send books, mauy of them rare and elegant 
volumes. He left also by will his private library containing about four thon- 
sand volumes. These, together with those which Lad been received from Mr, 
John Bard, the Rev. John Ireland Tucker and others, pow make the number 
of volumes in the library about seventeen thousand. ‘he facilities for reading 
and studying are afforded in this convenient and elegant building to all who 
may wish to embrace them. 

Other departments need enlarging, so that there shall be no peradventure 
about the ability of the College to give a thorough and superior education in 
the line which appertains to all the branches of theological knowledge. 
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Let us hope that others will come forward with the same spirit and devo- 
tion to make St. Stephen’s an institution of learning of which the Church may 
be justly proud.

OF COMMITTEE ON GENERAL THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


The undersigned beg to report that the General Theological Seminary con- 

tinues in the same flourishing condition in which it has been for the past few 
years. Highty-four applied for admission this fall. 
On the 9th of March the Rev. J. Charles Roper, M. A. (Oxon), Rector of St. 
Thomas’ Church, Toronto, Canada, was elected to succeed Dr. Walpole as 
Professor of Dogmatic Theology, and accepted the professorship from the 1st 
of May. Professor Roper was educated at Keble College, Oxford, where he was 
graduated in honors as B, A. in 1881. He obtained the Denyer and Johnson 
Theological Scholarship in 1882. He was divinity lecturer at Brasenose Col- 
lege, Oxford, in 1886, and on nomination of the late Archbishop of Canterbury 
was elected Keble Professor of Divinity in Trinity College, Toronto, Canada, 
in 1886. 

The Fellows have proved themselves valuable adjuncts to the Professors 
during the year in giving instruction in the Hebrew and Greek languages and 
coaching those students imperfectly prepared for work in the Seminary. 

After several years of litigation the court decreed that the legacies to the 
Seminary in the will of Mary A. Edson, amounting to $45,000, with accrued 
interest to the amount of $14,091.50, should be paid. This has accordingly 
been done and the principal, with a portioa of the interest not used for the pur- 
pose named in the will, has been safely invested by the Finance Committee. 

The Seminary has also received from the estate of the late George A. Jarvis, 
of Brooklyn, an additional payment of $2,759. 

Among the gifts of the year are to. be named $3,477.12 for the completion 
of the two professors’ houses, on the west quadrangle ; $547.07 for the pur- 
chase of additional Latin Bibles, and $1,507.87 toward the Hoffman Hall fund. 
The sum total of gifts and legacies received during the year is $80,825.99. 

Notwithstanding these liberal gifts, the library is yet without endowment 
with the exception of $6,000, to enable it to purchase books. 

One of the chief wants of the Seminary is a proper provision for a Commons 
Hall. This building should combine with such a meeting room, a Jarge 
dining hall, kitchen, pantries, etc.; with a well appointed gymnasium. Such 
a building is contemplated in the scheme of siructures, and every year makes 
its necessity more and more apparent. 

The Committee report three vacancies in the number of trustees of the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary to which this diocese is entitled, and would nomi- 
nate to the Convention the following gentlemen to fill those vacancies: The 
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Rev. Octavius Applegate, D.D.; the Rev. Thomas R. Harris, D.D.; and -the 
Rev. Wm. M. Grosvenor. 

The Committee have great pleasure in expressing their confidence in the 
Seminary asa centre of theological learning where young men may be pre- 
pared to meet the world on all the que-tions which are now agitating it.

BRETHREN OF THE CLERGY AND LAITY: 


Grace, mercy, and peace be multiplied among you, from God 
‘our Father, and the Lord Jesus Christ! 

Before submitting the report of my official acts let me first of 
all ask your cooperation in the inauguration of a usage which has 
the sanction of the chief legislative body of this Church, our Ameri- 
can House of Bishops, the fitness and propriety of which I venture 
to think you will have no difficulty in recognizing. 

It has been my custom, as you will remember, to open this 
address by some reference to our departed; and both to enumerate 
and, if possible, by means of some recognizable characteristics, to 
recall those of our Fathers the Bishops, and of this diocese, those 
of our brethren of the clergy and laity at any time connected with 
the organized work of the Church and diocese, of whose services 
the Church has been deprived during the past year by death. 

Such memorial reference has been a great privilege to me; 
but its inadequacy and often incompleteness both as to the char- 
acterization of individuals and their services to the Church and the 
diocese, are matters of which I have, as I presume you have, been 
very sensible. | 

Unfier these circumstances the reverent usage of the House of 
Bishops, in such a connection, has seemed to me an excellent pattern 
for our own. In that house, so soon as its organization has been 
completed, the presiding officer recites the names of those members 
of the house who have departed out of this life since its last session; 
and then bids the house to prayer, whereupon the Lord’s Prayer, 
the last one of the Additional Prayers in the Order for the Burial 
of the Dead, the Collect for All Saints’ Day, and the Collect in 
the Visitation Office, “O God, whose days,” ete., are said by the 
presiding Bishop. 
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This usage obtains, I may add, in other dioceses; and in view, 
especially, of other modes and opportunities of bearing testimony 
to our brethren departed, in meetings or through publications de- 
signed for that purpose, it may, I think, wisely be adopted in our 
own. 

I will ask you therefore to rise, and remain standing while I 
rehearse those of our Fathers, and of brethren more immediately 
associated with us, who, during our diocesan year, have departed 
hence in the Lord:

SUMMARY. 
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In connection with my own report, I desire to ask the attention 
of the clergy and laity who compose this Convention, and, indeed, 
the members of the Church in this diocese, to those other reports 
from the rectors of parishes and others, which will be presently 
presented to them when the Journal of the Diocese is published. 
This Journal is, annually, a monument to the singular accuracy, 
energy, and what I may call statistical grasp of our admirable 
Secretary. But because it is a monument is no reason why it 
should be a tomb, in which are buried relics which nobody scru- 
tinizes, and in which the diocese at large has no intelligent inter- 
est. The reports of persons holding cures in this diocese ought, 
in fact, to follow the course of the reports of dioceses as those 
reports are presented in the General Convention. ‘There, those 
reports are referred to a “ Committee on the State of the Church,” 
who not merely tabulate them, but so to speak, interpret them— 
or ought to do so. That is to say, so large a mass of detailed 
information, of such various kinds, and covering such a variety 
of interests and activities, ought, either in the case of the General 
Convention or of our own, to have some distinct suggestions as to 
what the Church should be doing, and how she ought to do it. 
They ought to be pointers as to methods to be adopted, aban- 
doned, or modified; and agencies to be recognized, encouraged, or 
disapproved. Such a use of them would be invaluable as affording 
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guides to inexperienced pastors, and as suggesting lines and modes 
of action for adapting the work of the Church to situations which 
grow daily more complex and difficult. 

I am led to say this, especially, by the present aspect of our 
Sunday-school work, and by the conviction, which has been forced 
upon me, that it is largely inadequate or inefficient. In most cases, 
it will be admitted, I presume, that it proceeds upon lines that are 
conventional, and that it is left to hands that are but imperfectly 
furnished for it. A review of the statistics of parishes and com- 
munities would, I suppose, furnish us with some information as to 
the number of children under our care, and of the proportion which 
they bear to the number of children in a parish, in a given com- 
munity, and in our Confirmation Classes. Again, such statistics 
would go to show how far the growth of the Church is of that 
normal kind which makes the increment to be from the children 
of our own people, as well as the result of accessions from other 
Communions. Stil further, such inquiry would lead us to the 
fundamental question, How far the Church’s Sunday-school 
methods are worthy of her claims, of her heritage, and of her oppor- 
tunities; and how far they are likely to vindicate her office as pre- 
eminently a teaching Church, and to rest her hold on her children 
upon their intelligent knowledge of her history and doctrine. It 
must be owned, I fear, that, in these directions, there is a great 
deal to be desired; and it is to-day to be the more desired, because, 
as never before, the influence of intelligent Churchmanship appeals 
to intelligent people in this land with most encouraging force. A 
generation ago the questions concerning historic Christianity, which 
this Church is of all others best qualified to answer, interested only 
a most insignificant minority. To-day they appeal to a great mul- 
titude who are unsettled, interrogative, and often most favorably 
disposed. At such a time, the Sunday-school ought to be a fore- 
most agency for the dissemination of a sound and sufficient knowl- 
edge concerning the Church’s Faith and Order; and to this end no 
pains or sacrifice should be spared. I commend the whole subject 
to your thoughtful consideration and in connection with it, I beg to 
call attention to the action taken by the Regents of the University 
in this State with a view of raising the standards of Sunday-school 
teaching, and stimulating to a higher scholarship those who are 
engaged in it. Those of us who were present a year ago, at the 
remarkable meeting held on the first evening of the Convention, 
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in the Church of the Heavenly Rest, and who heard the striking 
and singularly able addresses which were delivered there, will agree 
‘ with me, I think, that the time has come for us to grapple with this 
question in such a way as a grave emergency demands. 

The Teaching Office of the Church!—the words lift our 
thoughts, in this connection, to a much wider horizon, and recall, 
not unnaturally, a memorable assembly which has lately been con- 
cerned with that and other important subjects, and of which you 
will, not unnaturally, expect me to speak. In doing so, I find 
myself prompted to strive, if I may, to clear the air a little in regard 
to the Lambeth Conference; its raison d’étre, its functions, and its 
utterances. Concerning all these there exists considerable con- 
fusion and misapprehension, which it is eminently desirable, if 
possible, at least to attempt to dispel. Nobody, for example, to 
whom I speak this morning has failed to hear those challenges as 
to the utility of such Conferences, and those queries as to its author- 
ity or competency, which are not at all unnatural in the case of 
anything so modern. On the one hand, also, the Conference has 
been much criticised for what it did not say; and on the other, for 
the caution and reserve of what it did say. It has been blamed 
for the topics which it debated; and still more blamed for those 
which it declined to debate. It has been contemned as a Body 
having no final authority; and derided because it did not speak 
with more imperative authority. 

In a word, every School in the Church would have had a good 
word for it if it had denounced the particular tendency to error or 
heresy which it dislikes; and had commended the theory, or the cult 
to which it is especially committed. I need hardly say that it was 
not called into being for any such purpose, and has been wisely and, — 
as I believe, divinely guarded from the folly of lending itself to 
any such ends. Its genuine Catholicity has been its best note; and 
it has steadfastly refused to assist in debasing that noble word to 
the noisy and tawdry sectarianism with which, strangely enough, 
it has come in some quarters to be most loudly associated. 

Its powers and its objects are of course largely conditioned by 
its origin. It has, obviously, no conciliar character, in any techni- 
cal sense of that term; but it has had great and increasing value in 
striving to realize the spirit of such action. It was a wise and right 
instinct that, watching the growth of our Communion in many 
lands and under various rule, recognized the value, to its chief 
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pastors, of intercourse and mutual counsel. It was a no less wise 
instinct, 1 think, that with rare skill and courage has resisted the 
temptation to make such a body a source of new definitions of 
doctrine, or new fulminations of ecclesiastical anathema. With a 
fine discernment, the Conference has been, as I believe, divinely 
guided to deal with themes that are of primary and pressing con- 
sequence; and to pass by those to which local coloring lent a dis- 
proportionate interest, a transient excitement: or an exaggerated 
importance. It could not touch the substance of the Faith; it 
had no authority to do so, and it has wisely refrained from seeking, 
by any indirection, to bind on men’s consciences what the Church 
Catholic has not bound, or to loose where she thas not loosed. Such 
words as could best guide her children in a present emergency or 
dilemma, such words she has more than once spoken. Of this, in 
connection with the latest of the Lambeth Conferences, the Report, 
and still more the debate (I wish that the latter might be published), 
on the subject of Holy Scripture and modern criticism, is a most. 
impressive and inspiring illustration. Jor candor, for wise and 
scholarly discrimination, for distinct and unequivocal affirmation 
of the few fundamental principles which lie at the basis of the 
whole subject, it cannot be too highly praised. And its glory is 
not the less that it is so distinct, so just, and so courageous an 
advance upon the opinions of nine years ago. | 

In the same way, the Reports on the Missionary Work of the 
Church; on its relations to our grave social and industrial problems; 
to the great and urgent question of Church Unity, were marked by 
a large vision and a noble tone and temper. I wish I might quote, 
here, some of the glowing testimonies in regard to these, which 
have reached me from without, and which have shown that others 
recognized, if our own critics did not, the singular aptness and 
grasp which have marked these various utterances. 

Concerning some others there has doubtless been more or less 
of disappointment; and, I must confess that, in some directions, I 
share it. The question has not unnaturally been asked, after the 
existence for nearly a third of a century of such an institution,—if 
I may call it so,—as the Lambeth Conference, “ What is to be the 
organic outcome of it?” It is certainly an interesting thing for 
two hundred and fifty Bishops, more or less, to come together and 
to spend a month in each other’s company in the discussion of 
questions of more or less general importance to the Church. There 
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is an educative value in it,—to the ablest among them as well as to 
the least gifted. There is a sentimental value in it which is un- 
doubtedly of immense significance, especially to men whose work 
is lonely, or novel, or disheartening. There is an exemplary 
value in it, as showing the unity at any rate of spirit, in the 
Anglican Communion, in all her various and wide-spreading 
branches. 

Yes, and what then? Shall there be no closer organic union? 
Shall not this great Church strengthen itself for still greater tasks 
and triumphs by some action which shall structurally unify and, 
so to speak, solidify her? At this point there was, in the late 
Lambeth Conference, a very prevalent attitude of mind which 
seemed to push conservatism in action almost to the verge of im- 
potent timidity. 

One of the subjects proposed for the consideration of the Con- 
ference was “'The Organization of the Anglican Communion,” and 
the two important subdivisions of this topic were (a) “ A central 
consultative body,” and (b) “ A tribunal of reference.” ‘To a con- 
siderable number of the members of the Conference these terms 
seemed capable of no other construction than one which involved 
the erection of the See of Canterbury into a kind of papal suprem- 
acy; and the dangers of any such action were depicted in terms 
which if one had heard them elsewhere, he would in some instances 
at any rate, have described as “lurid.” It did not seem to be 
remembered that the papacy was the growth of an era of paternal- 
ism in government, and of superstition in religion; and that, in an 
age of constitutional governments, so far at any rate as the Anglican 
Communion is concerned, in Church as well as in State, and of 
free discussion and popular enlightenment, the erection of any such 
authority in connection with that communion was as impossible as 
the re-creation of the Sibylline oracles. As little did it seem to be 
recognized that neither of the propositions to which I have referred, 
necessarily involved any especial exaltation, whatever, of the See 
of Canterbury or any other organized relationship between it and 
other Sees than that of the most qualified and mutually independent 
character. Least of all did it seem to be discerned that, in some 
such voluntary subordination of the several parts to some duly con- 
stituted body which represented the wisdom, the judgment, or the 
authority of the whole, there was presented the opportunity of 
transforming the Anglican Communion from a mere congeries of 
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loosely related independencies into a unified and definitely articu- 
lated fellowship, with a voice to speak and a hand to act. 

For myself, I must confess that the imaginary terrors of an 
impossible papacy do not so greatly dismay me as to make it 
impossible for me to discern, in religion as in other enterprises 
which are human only and not both divine and human, the value 
of organization. We may wisely be afraid of imitating forms of 
organization that are corrupt or tyrannical, or that involve in their 
assumptions, claims and pretensions that are intellectually absurd. 
But a large wisdom ought, it would seem, to be able to recognize 
the value of codrdination of aims, of forces, and, to some extent, 
at any rate, of administrations. And, however difficult or impossi- 
ble this last might be, it would seem as if it ought to be possible 
to make national Churches stronger, wiser, and more effective in the 
exercise of autonimous functions, by making it competent for them 
to avail themselves of the best wisdom, learning and experience to 
be found anywhere in the whole fellowship. 

I presume I am largely alone in these opinions; and that what 
certainly seemed, in the recent Conference, in some rather hysterical 
expressions of it, an exaggerated and short-sighted effervescence of 
mere nationalism in the life of the Church of Anglo-Saxon Christians, 
must be our dominant sentiment for some time to come; but I pray 
that God may draw us together not alone in a union of hearts, but 
also of faith and of action, and so make the Church of our common 
love and hopes more and more a power for God and for His truth 
all round the world! : 

‘Of the union of hearts in the recent Conference there could be 
no doubt. In mutual respect and love it was a rare experience; 
and in the ever-abounding courtesy of those who were our hosts, 
it was an occasion ever to be gratefully remembered. 

Its unrealized expectations, so far as they existed in the minds 
of some of us, as I have for myself just indicated them, suggest not 
unnaturally a kindred subject which while purely local in its aspect, ” 
involves essentially the same principles. ‘The unity of those various 
Churches and communities represented in the late Lambeth Con- 
ference, in order to be an efficient unity, must be something more 
than merely sentimental. It must include codrdinated powers of 
guardianship in matters of faith, of order, of discipline, and of 
erowth. And so of any fellowship, or association, national, 
diocesan, or local. The Church can not do her work wisely and 
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with a scientific economy of force and expenditure, without some 
recognized principles and laws to regulate that work. We are 
having this fact forced upon our attention, from time to time, in 
this city and diocese, in ways which demand our serious considera- 
tion. The history of the growth of the Church in New York, might 
justly be described, I suppose, as the history of a largely irresponsi- 
ble voluntaryism, more or less tempered, from time to time, by 
extemporaneous canonical legislation. Let me explain what I 
mean by that phrase. It can not be said that the city or the diocese 
has ever had any clearly defined policy of Church extension. 
Individuals have usually gone where they wanted to go; built what 
they wanted to build; and sold, or abandoned, what they had built, 
when they wanted to do so. The Church has, indeed, restricted 
the indulgence of this individualism from time to time, in some 
imperfect way; but only to a very limited degree. The responsi- 
bility for beginnings, whether of missions, parishes, or kindred 
enterprises, has been usually assumed to be entirely within the dis- 
cretion of those who began them; and the intrusion into such a 
question of any extra-parochial or diocesan authority, often re- 
garded as rather an impertinence. 

It would be an impertinence, if the responsibility for ultimate 
failure, decline, decay, or abandonment, in the case of any particu- 
lar parish or mission enterprise, were a matter of only individual 
discredit or dishonor. But, unfortunately, it is not. A spasm of 
enthusiasm, a vestry-room quarrel, a hasty and ill-informed notion 
as to the spiritual destitution of a particular neighbourhood, leads 
a few thoroughly well-meaning persons, often, to initiate an enter- 
prise concerning which, whatever may be their momentary zeal 
and generosity, nothing is more clear than that they are not going 
to assume any ultimate responsibility in regard to it. That is 
rolled off, sooner or later, upon the Church at large; which is 
publicly scourged for not sustaining religious enterprises which 
_ had, originally, only a very slender warrant for their existence, 
and which have long ago forfeited it. 

I shall not tax your patience with illustrations of what I have 
in mind. There are very few of you, I apprehend, who can not 
readily supply them. What we need to be concerned with is the 
question of a remedy for such a condition of things. J believe that 
it will be found in a Diocesan Commission of Church Extension, 
to which shall be committed the whole subject of the organization, 
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consolidation, transposition, etc., of Churches and parishes, and of 
such anticipatory and preparatory action as in particular cases may 
be required. 

One or two considerations which, just here, may be properly 
stated, underlie the whole subject. The first of these is that, in the 
growth of communities, large or small, what is for the best interests 
of the Church’s work and the greater glory of God in the care and 
shepherding of her children, can not always, in this connection, 
be at once and finally determined. Not always I say. Sometimes 
it may be. Sometimes the erection of a Church upon a particular 
site and under a certain environment creates, from the very nature 
of the case, a sacred obligation to conserve its particular feature of 
permanency and immovableness. In other words, a Church may 
come to have a monumental function, such as is performed in this 
city by Trinity and Grace Churches, which ought to take the ques- 
tion of its removal out of the realm of debatable things. Or, again, 
a Church may be serving a constituency so large, or so spiritually 
destitute as to make its removal the desertion of a clear obligation. 
But there are other cases where none of these considerations may be 
urged, and where the only alternative of removal or consolidation, 
is extinction. Under these circumstances, the maintenance of 
Church edifices and properties in particular localities that gather 
no congregation and serve no spiritual use, or one so meager as to 
be wholly disproportioned to a wise use of means, is one which, 
I am quite free to say, ought to be decided by other considerations 
than those which are purely sentimental. 

From time to time we are told of ancient Churches which, in 
the old evorld, are maintained in this way; and their existence is 
held up as something which sets our own action, under similar 
circumstances, in a very humiliating light. It is time that some 
one had the courage to say that that sort of reasoning is a sheer 
absurdity. What is pertinent to the matter is a consideration © 
which must be supreme, and that is that you and I are bound to 
use our means for the best interest of the whole flock committed 
to our charge, and to place the Church and her services, not mainly 
among alien races and faiths, but where there are souls to be reached 
and a flock to be gathered. Whatever missionary work the Church 
can successfully do she is bound to do; but, meantime, “he that 
provideth not for his own household is worse than an infidel.” 
There are Churches now situated in a Hebrew community, or 
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among large aggregations of Christians of the Latin race, and of 
alien religious traditions, which would be far more useful if placed 
where English-speaking people of Anglo-Saxon or other kindred 
faith and training, are to be found wholly without the Word and 
Sacraments. 

I am quite aware that there have been removals and abandon- 
ments which may not be justified on such grounds as these. ‘There 
have been struggles to secure a particular constituency and to 
occupy a particular site, influenced, more or less, by merely social 
and pecuniary considerations. But the point at which I am aiming 
is that, from first to last, there has been, in such cases, no large 
and wise diocesan policy, to recognize the just force of various kinds 
of considerations, and to decide concerning particular undertakings, 
in the light of the aspect and obligations of the whole field. From 
this point of view, it is plain that we want a plan and method of 
Church extension, which shall not merely resist or discourage the 
abandonment of particular fields, but which shall also decide when 
they may wisely be surrendered for others of larger promise, and 
more urgent claims; and which, most of all, shall devise some well- 
digested methods for preparing the way for necessary changes, and 
facilitating their accomplishment with least loss or sacrifice to the 
Church’s highest interests. As it is, our usage has often been to 
let a situation severely alone until it has become desperate, and 
then to upbraid those who are powerless to alter it. 

The subject, as you will see, is one which opens questions both 
large and difficult, but all the more I wish we might have a Com- 
mission such as I have suggested, which could consider them and 
at least furnish us with a preliminary report for future action. I 
commend the whole matter to your thoughtful attention. 3 

And now before I release your overtaxed attention, I turn for 
a few moments, to a‘duty which belongs to this occasion, and which 
it is a great joy to me to perform,—the duty, I mean, of giving 
thanks. 

Let me first return them to our venerable mother, Trinity 
parish, in connection with the work of our Port Chaplaincy. This 
work, which provides for the reception of immigrants who are 
Church people, and others, and for their guidance and protection 
when arriving in a strange land, and in finding their way to distant 
homes, has hitherto been maintained at the cost of the General 
Board of Missions. I confess I think it should be, as it is a work 
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for the whole Church, and one which directly contributes in many 
cases to its re-enforcement. When, however, some months ago, 
I was appealed to by the Board to relieve them of its burden, I 
agreed to do so; and turning, in my perplexity, to the Rector of 
Trinity Church, that parish took action at an early day to assume 
the whole burden of the work, and has thus made the whole Church 
its debtor. It is a pleasure to associate this acknowledgment with 
the two hundreth anniversary of this venerable parish, of whose 
large and various work, both within and beyond its own borders, we 
have lately been so happily reminded. The work of the Port 
Chaplaincy, and that of our Seamen’s Missionary Society, which 
latter, as its report will show, has lately enlarged its work for the 
care and guardianship of strangers who are seamen, are among the 
most important of our missionary enterprises, and I commend them 
to your sympathy and support. 

An acknowledgment of a more personal character may properly 
conclude this address. arly in the year, in accordance with ar- 
rangements previously made, I undertook the work of personally 
soliciting contributions for the Cathedral. The times were not 
opportune for such an effort; but it was, on the whole, encourag- 
ingly successful, and we received during the next two months, part 
of it I ought to say previously pledged, about a quarter of a million 
of dollars. I may as well confess that I am but poorly endowed for 
such a task, and that I approached it with no little reluctance. 
Under such circumstances the kindness which I experienced at 
many hands is something that I can never forget. Let me here 
first of all thank my brethren of the Clergy, whose prompt readiness 
to facilitate my access to their people, and whose fraternal sympathy 
in my work, have made me their grateful debtor. And let me 
also make mention, here, of the generous kindness of the laity who 
gave, 102 many cases, where they could, and who in many others, 
assured me of their helpful purpose at a future day. On the whole, 
my experience in this connection is something which I shall always 
treasure with heartfelt gratitude. 

As I presume you are aware, we are pushing forward the erection 
of the choir of the cathedral as rapidly as the magnitude of the 
_work, and the limitations of our means, will allow. I shall hope, 

during the coming winter, to do something further in this last 
connection, and I hope I may have your continued sympathy and 
cooperation. We have very recently received a valuable gift to the 
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Cathedral, a very rich and costly work of art, popularly known as 
the Tiffany Chapel, and consisting of an altar, reredos, etc., in 
mosaic work, valued at $50,000, for which we are indebted to the 
munificence of Mrs. C. W. Wallace, of Chicago. It is proposed to 
place this structure in the crypt, and my hope is that this may be 
done, with the least possible delay, so that at an early day, we may 
begin our worship within the actual walls of the Cathedral. If, 
then, the trustees will push forward the matter of the erection of 
the Episcopal residence upon the Cathedral site, I may hope shortly 
to remove thither, and so to identify myself more closely and per- 
manently with the whole work of the Cathedral and its future. 

May God give us strength, wisdom arid courage, each one of us, 
to do likewise in the larger work of His Church—to build ourselves 
into its growth and progress, wherever He has ordered that our 
labors and sacrifices shall touch the life and growth of the whole, 
and so striving together, and building together, to hasten the 
triumph of His truth and His kingdom among men!

On March 4, 1897, at Jekyl Island, Georgia, the Rev. Chas. F. Hoffman, D.D., LL.D., 
D.C.L., entered into the rest of paradise. He had been the rector and chief benefactor of 
this parish for the past twenty-three years.

The choir screens of stone on the north and south, and also the triforium of the 
chancel apse are a memorial to Susan Flanders Palmer, and were given by her husband and 
son. The design is copied from the Angel choir of Lincoln Cathedral in England. 

The large window in the south transept has been filled with stained glass setting, for 
the vision of the pure in heart. This is a gift from Mr. Chas. F. Hoffman, Jr., in memory 
of his wife, Eugenia Leonie Schieffelin.

CONSTITUTION 
PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


DIOCESE.OF NEW YORK. 


As Adopted October 11, 1796 ; and Amended October 17, 1827 ; October 2, 1834 ; 
October 4, 1889 ; September 29, 1843 ; September 26, 1850 ; September 28, 
1860 ; September 28, 1882 ; and September 26, 1889. 


ARTICLE I. 


THERE shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this Diocese on the last Wednesday in September in each 
year, in such place as shall be determined by the Bishop for the 
time being ; or, in case of his inability to act, or of a vacancy in 
the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. In the event of the 
prevalence of any epidemic disease, or for other sufficient cause 
occurring after the designation of the place of the meeting of the 
Annual Convention, the Bishop, or in case of his inability to act, 
or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee may 
appoint another place for the meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE II. 


The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, when 
he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church ; and shail do 
so when applied to for that purpose by the Standing Committee ; 
and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Commit- 
tee shall have power to call a Special Convention, 


ARTICLE III. 


The Convention shall be composed of the officiating Ministers 
. regularly received into this Diocese, and settled in some Church 
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which is in union with this Convention ; and of Lay Members, con- 
sisting of not exceeding three Delegates from each Church, to be 
chosen by the Vestry or Congregation: and Clergymen employed 
as Missionaries under the direction of this Convention, and Cler- 
gymen engaged as Professors or Instructors of youth in any Col- 
Jege, Academy, or General Seminary of Learning, duly incorpo- 
rated, and Clergvmen engaged as Superintendents or Chaplains in 
any incorporated Charitable Institution, may be members of the 
Convention. No Clergyman, however, shall have a right to a seat 
in the Convention, unless he has been canonically resident in this 
Procese for the period of six months immediately preceding the 
meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Every Convention shall be opened with prayers and a sermon ; 
and the preacher shall be nominated by the Bishop, or in case of his 
inability to act, or a vacancy in the Episcopate, by the Standing 
Committee. 

ARTICLE V. 


The Bishop shall preside in the Convention ; but in case of a 
vacancy, or necessary absence, the members shall elect a President 
from among the Clergy. 


ARTICLE VI. 


A Secretary shall be chosen, upon the assembling of the Annual 
Convention, from among the members thereof, who shall remain 
in office until the meeting of the next Convention. His duty 
shali be to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their 
journals and records, to attest the public acts of the body, and 
faithfully to deliver into the hands of his successor all books and 
papers, relative to the concerns of the Convention, which may be 
in his possession. it shall also be his duty to give due notice to 
each Minister and Vestry of the time and place appointed for the 
meeting of the succeeding Convention. 


ARTICLE VII. 


In all matters which shall come before the Convention, the 
Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body ; and in voting, the 
Clergy shall vote by individuals, and the Laity by Congregations ; 
and when more than one Church or Chapel shall be united under 
one Vestry, and shall have been so united and recognized by the 
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Convention, prior to the last Wednesday in September, in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty-nine, the Dele- 
gate or Delegates of such Vestry only shall be entitled to a vote for 
each Church or Chapel ; and a majority of votes of the two orders 
jointly shall be decisive ; but if in any case it be required by five 
votes, the two orders shall vote separately in the manner afore- 
said, and the concurrence of a majority of each order shall be neces- 
sary to constitute a decision. In the case of electing a Bishop, the 
two orders shall always vote separately, agreeably to the mode last 
prescribed. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows: A 
proposition for an amendment shall be introduced in writing and 
considered in the Convention ; and, if approved of, shall lie over to 
the next Convention, and, if again approved of in such next Con- 
vention, by a majority of the two orders voting thereon separately, 
the change shall take place, and the Constitution so altered sha‘l 
be valid and obligatory. 


CANONS.

CANON I. 
A List to be made of Ministers in the Diocese. 


Within one week before the meeting of every Convention of this 
Diocese, the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inability 
or disability to act, then the Standing Committee of the Diocese, 
shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all the Ministers of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church canonically resident in this Dio- 
cese, annexing the names of their respective Cures or Parishes, or 
Stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, or other 
Seminaries or incorporated Charitable Institutions in which they 
are engaged ; or, in regard to those who are not engaged in Parishes, 
Missions, or Institutions of learning, as above, their places of resi- 
dence only ; butno Clergyman while suspended from the Ministry 
shall have a place on the said list. Such list shall be recorded by 
the Secretary of the Convention in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose, and be prefixed to the Journal.

CANON II. 
Of the Members of the Convention and the Evidence of their Rights to Seats. 


Src. 1. A list of the names of all Clergymen entitled to seats in 
the Convention, under Article III. of the Constitution, shall be pre- 
pared. by the Bishop, or in case there be no Bishop, or of his inabil- 
ity or disability to act, then by the Standing Committee. Said list 
shall be laid before the Convention on the first day of meeting, and 
shall be presumptive evidence of a right to a seat of all those whose 
names appear thereon, 
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Src. 2. In case the right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to 
a seat in the Convention shall be disputed or claimed, it shall be 
determined according to the provision of the third Article of the 
Constitution by the Convention itself. 


Src. 3. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in a book, 
to be provided by him, and kept in accordance with the Canon of 
the General Convention, entitled ‘“‘ General Regulations of Ministers 
and their Duties,” all certificates that shall be transmitted to him in 
accordance with said Canon. 


In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention of any 
Clergyman who shall have been elected to any Church or Parish in 
this Diocese, after the passage of this Canon, the evidence of settle- | 
ment shall consist in the said record ; or in the production to the 
Convention of the certificate required by this Section, to be recorded 
as aforesaid, together with a certificate of the Bishop or of the 
Standing Committee, of his or their beg satisfied that the person 
so chosen is a qualified Minister of this Church. 


Src. 4. Every Minister who may be received into this Diocese 
shall procure from the Bishop, or, in case of his disability or inabil- 
ity to act, from a majority of the clerical members of the Standing 
Committee, duly convened, a certificate that he has been received 
into this Diocese in compliance with the Canon of the General Con- 
vention. And before he shall be entitled to a seat im the Conven- 
_ tion, he shall transmit such certificate to the Secretary, to be recorded 
in the book mentioned in the preceding Section. And in case of 
the contested right to a seat in the Convention of any Minister who 
may be received into this Diocese, the production of such record, or 
of such certificate, or of the Secretary’s written acknowledgment 
of his receipt of the same, shall be presumptive evidence of regular 
admission, and the certificate, if not previously recorded, shall there- 
upon be-recorded by the Secretary in the said book. 


Szc. 5. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention 
of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being employed 
as a Missionary under the direction of this Convention, the evidence 
of such employment shall consist in the written certificate of the 
Bishop ; or, in case of a vacancy of the Episcopate, or of the inabil- 
ity or disability of the Bishop, in the written certificate ot the Chair- 
man of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 


Src. 6. In case of a contested right toa seat in the Convention 
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of a Clergyman claiming such right by virtue of his being engaged 
as a Professor or Instructor of Youth in a College, Academy, or 
General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, the evidence. of 
his connection with such College, Academy, or Seminary shall con- 
sist in the written certificate of the President or Secretary of such 
Corporation that he is so employed. 


Sec. 7%. (1.) Lay Delegates from Churches having Vestries shall 
be appointed by the Vestry, at a regular meeting, held according to 
law. 


({I.) The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate from a ~ 
Church having a Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Rector 
of the Church and by the Clerk of the Ves If there be no 
Rector, or if the appointment shall have been made at any legal 
Vestry meeting held in his absence, then such certificate shall state 
that fact, and shall be signed by the Warden who presides at the 
meeting at which such Delegate is appointed, and also by the Clerk 
of the Vestry. The certificate must show upon its face that the 
appointment has been made in accordance with all the requirements 
of the Canons, and shall certify that the Delegate is a Lay member, 
entitled to vote for Wardens and Vestrymen of the east which 
he is appointed to represent. 


(1II.) The evidence of appointmeat of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having no Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Min- 
ister of such Church, or by the officer who presides at the meeting 
of the congregation by which he was appointed, and also by the 
Clerk or Secretary of such meeting. The certificate shall state the 
time and place of the election, and shall certify that the person 
appointed has been duly chosen by such Church or Congregation as 
a Lay Delegate ; that he is a Lay member of such Church or Con- 
gregation, and has been such member for at least twelve months 
next preceding the time of his appointment, and that the election 
was held in accordance with all the requirements of the Canons. 


(IV.) No other ¢ertificate or evidence of appointment of any 
Lay Delegate than such as is above required shall be allowed or 
received. 


Sec. 8. No Lay Delegate from a Church having a Vestry shall be 
entitled to a seat in the Convention, unless he be entitled to vote for 
Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which he is appointed to 
represent. 
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Src. 9. A copy of the seventh and eighth sections of this Canon 
shall be transmitted annually by the Secretary of the Convention to 
every Church in this Diocese in union with the Convention, together 
with a blank printed form of certificate of appointment of Lay 
Delegates, and the notice which he is required by the Constitution 
to give of the time and place appointed for the meeting of the 
succeeding Convention. 


Seo. 10. It shall be the duty of the Clerks of the Vestries of the 
Parishes which have been admitted into union with this Conyen- 
tion, immediately after the appointment of the Lay Delegates to the 
Diocesan Convention, to certify their election to the Secretary of 
tie Convention in the form prescribed by Sections 7 and 8 of this 
Canon. From the certificates thus received, the Secretary shall 
prepare a list of Lay Delegates for use in the organization of the 
Convention. 


So. 11. The presence of at least thirty Clergymen entitled to 
vote in the Convention, and of Delegates from at least thirty con- 
gregations, shall be necessary to the transaction of business—except 
that a smaller number may adjourn from day to day. 


Sec. 12. If tie President ex officio of the Convention is not 
present at its opening, the Secretary of the Convention shall call to 
order the members present, when the senior presbyter present 
entitled to a seat in the Convention shall take the chair, and shall . 
_ preside until a President be elected, as provided by Article V. of the 
Constitution. | 

Sec. 13. The Secretary of the Convention, under the direction 
of the Bishop, or, in case of his absence or inability to act, or of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction of the Standing 
Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy entitled to seats. 


Sec. 14. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose elec- 
tion has been certified to him, in pursuance of Section 10 of this 
Canon. The President shall then appoint a committee of three 
persons, to whom shall be referred the credentials of the Lay Dele- , 
gates, who shal! report upon the correctness of the roll made by the 
Secretary. 

Sse. 15. A quorum, which shall consist of thirty Clergymen and 
Delegates from thirty Congregations, being present, the President, 
ex officio, if present, shall declare the Convention duly organized. If 
he be absent, or unable to act, the temporary President shall direct 
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that the members proceed to vote for a President, as provided in 
Article V. of the Constitution, which election shall be by ballot, 
unless dispensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. 
The President, being elected, shall declare the Convention organized 
for business. 


Suc. 16. The Convention shall then proceed to the election of 
a Secretary and Treasurer of the Convention, by ballot, unless dis- 
pensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. The 
Secretary shall appoint two assistants, and announce their names to 
the Convention. 


Sec. 17. The existing Rules of Order, so far as they are appli- . 
cable to the preliminary proceedings for the organization of the 
Convention, shall be deemed in force for that purpose ; and the said 
Rules of Order, except such of them as prescribe the mode of alter- 
ing the same, shall regulate the proceedings after the organization, 
until altered by the Convention. 


CANON III. 
Of the Call of the Convention. 


Unless it be otherwise directed by the Convention, the mode of 
giving notice of the meeting of any Convention shall be by an ad- ~ 
vertisement of the time and place of such meeting, signed by the 
Secretary, and published in three of the public papers, or Church 
journals, printed in the Diocese of New York. Whenever, under 
the provisions of the Constitution, a Special Convention is called 
for any particular purpose, it shall be the duty of the Secretary, in 
the notice thereof, to specify such purpose. 


CANON IV. 


Of the Admission of a Church as a Parish into Union with the Church in this 
Diocese and Maintaining such Union. 


Src. 1. Every Church or Congregation desiring admission as a 
Parish into union with the Church in this Diocese shall present a 
~ written application therefor to the Convention, together with a copy 
of the Resolution of the Vestry or of the Congregation authorizing 
such application ; in which resoiution the said Church, by its Vestry 
or Congregation, shall agree to abide by, and conform to and observe 
all the Canons of the Church, and all the rules, orders, and regula- 
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tions of the Convention; which copy shall be duly certified by the 
presiding officer of the Vestry, or of the meeting of tne Congregation 
at which the resolution was adopted, and also by the Clerk of the 
Vestry or Secretary of the meeting ; and shall be authenticated by 
the seal of the corporation. 

The said application shall also be accompanied by the Certificate 
of Incorporation of the Church, duly recorded, or a copy thereof, 
certified by the officer whose duty it may be to record or to file the 
same; and also by a Certificate of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence, or of his inability or disability to act, er of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, of the Standing Committee, that he or they approve of 
the Incorporation of said Church, and that such Church, in his or 
their judgment, is duly established. 

Every Church or Congregation applying for admission shall pro- 
duce satisfactory evidence that not less than twenty-five persons, 
members of such Church, have habitually, for at least one year pre- 
ceding such application, attended divine service in such Church or 
Congregation. 

The Certificate of Incorporation of every Church incorporated | 
under any Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, save the 
General Act of April 5, 1813, and the Amendments thereto, shall 
declare upon its face that the Church or Congregation is a Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church, and that it is forever to continue such, 
in communion with the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State 
of New York; and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Convention to prepare and furnish blanks for the Certificate of 
Incorporation of Parishes, which shall embody the above provision. 


SEC. 2. ({.) No upplication for the admission of a Parish into 
union with the Church in this Diocese shall be considered or acted 
upon at any meeting of the Convention, unless the same has been 
transmitted to the Secretary of the Convention at least forty days 
before the meeting of the Convention. 


(iI.) It:shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at 
least thirty days before the meeting of the Convention, to deliver to 
a Committee, to be annually appointed (to be called the Committee 
on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches), al! applications 
for admission into union which shall have been received by him, to 
be by such Committee examined, considered, and reported upon to 
the Convention.

Src. 3, Whenever any Parish in union with this Convention 
shall neglect for three years in succession to make a Parochial Report, 
no missionary report being made on its behalf, and shall not, dur- 
ing the same period, have employed a Clergyman as its Parish Min- 
ister, nor requested of the ecclesiastical authority to have the ser- 
vices of a Missionary, such Parish shall be regarded as having for- 
feited its connection with the Convention, and shall no longer have 
a right to send a Delegate or Delegates to the same. 

The Bishop shall report such Parish to the Convention in his 
Annual Address. 

Such Parish, however, may be re-admitted, upon application to 
the Convention, accompanied by a report of its condition, and on 
such terms as shall appear just ; such re-admission to take effect 
from and after the risimg of the Convention consenting to such 
admission, 


CANON V. 
Of the Secretary of the Convention. 


Src. 1. In addition to the constitutional provisions concerning 
the Secretary, it is hereby declared that this officer shall be chosen 
by ballot after viva voce nominations of the Candidates, and shall 
continue in office until a new election is made. 


Sec. 2. He shall transmit annually to each of the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and to the Sec- 
retary of the last House of Clerical and Lay Deputies in the Gen- 
eral Convention, and to the Secretary of every Diocesan Convention, 
a copy of the Journal of the Convention ; and shall request the last 
to send copies of their respective Journals in exchange. 


Sec. 3. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in 
addition to the documents mentioned in the Canons of the General 
Convention, a certificate, to be signed by himself, containing a list 
of the Clergymen in this Diocese, and the amount of funds paid or 
secured to be paid (distinguishing them) to the General Theological 
Seminary, together with the nomination of Trustees of that Semi- 
nary ; and also a like certificate of the appointment of Clerical anJ 
Lay Deputies. 


Src. 4. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the third 
section of this Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan Fund. 
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Sec. 5. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Sec- 
retary of the Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon one 
of the Assistant Secretaries in the order of their appointment, if 
there be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee. 


CANON VI, 
Of the Treasurer of the Convention. 


Src. 1. At every stated Convention there shall be chosen by 
ballot a Treasurer of the Convention, who shall remain in office 
until the next stated Convention, and until a successor is appointed. 
It shall be his duty to receive and disburse all moneys collected 
under the authority of the Convention, and of which the collection 
and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated. 


Src. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Con- 
vention, and shall be examined by a Committee acting under its 
authority. 


Sec. 3. Incase of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer, it shall 
be supplied by an appointment to be made by the Standing Com- 
mittee ; and the person so appointed shall continue to act until an 
appointment is made by the Convention. 


CANON VII. 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 


Src. 1. Every Minister in charge of a Parish in this Diocese shall 
keep a Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Communicants, Mar- 
rlages, haa Funerals within his Cure. 


Szc. 2. The record shall specify the name and time of birth of 
each child baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsors ; 
the name of each adult baptized ; the name of each person con- 
firmed ; the names of the parties married, with the names of the 
witness or witnesses required by the civil law; the name of each . 
person buried ; and also the time when each rite was performed. 
_ These Registers shall be kept by the Minister in a book to be pro- 
vided for that purpose, belonging to the Vestry of each Church ; 
which book shall be the Parish Register, and shall be preserved by 
the Vestry as a part of the records of the Church. 

The list of Communicants shall embrace all within his Cure as 
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nearly as can be ascertained, and he shall a'so keep a list of the fami- 
lies and adult persons in his Cure, as far as practicable. 


Sec. 3. Every Minister of this Church shall present, or cause to 
be delivered, on or before the first day of every annual Convention, 
ts the Bishop of the Diccese, or, when there is no Bishop, to the 
President of the Convention, a statement of the number of Baptisms, 
Confirmations, Marriages, and Funerals ; and of the number of Com- 
municants in his Parish or Church, and of all other matters that 
may throw light on the state of the same. 


Src. 4. In every case where a Parish is without a Minister, 
the Register contemplated by this Canon shall be kept by some per- 
son appointed by the Vestry for that purpose; and the annual 
Parochial Reports shall be presented or forwarded to the Bishop by 
the Wardens of the Parish. 


Src. 5. Upon the dissolution of a Parish the Register, provided 
for by this Canon, shall immediately become the property of the 
Diocese, and the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocesan 
Convention shall cause the said Register to be deposited with the 
Bishop, to be under his care for the legitimate purposes thereof. 


CANON VIII. 
Of Preparing a Report on the State of the Church. 


A Committee of the Convention of this Diocese shall be appointed 
at the stated meeting of the same next before every stated meeting 
_of the General Convention, in accordance with the Canon * thereof, 
to assist the Bishop in preparing a report of the state of the Church 
in this Diocese, and a list of the Clergy, to be presented to the 
General Convention, 


CANON IX. 
Concerning Hlections. 


Sec. 1. Elections by ballot, when required by these Canons, 
may be dispensed with by a unanimous vote of the Conyention. 


* Canon XX., See. 5, Title I. 
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And when an election is by ballot, a majority of the votes in each 
order shall be necessary to a valid election. 


Sec. 2. The mode of conducting the nominations and elections 
of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and Provisional Deputies 
to the General Convention, and Deputies to the Federate Council, 
shall be as follows : 

Any member of the Convention may send to the Secretary, in 
writing, on or before the first day of the meeting thereof, nomina- 
tions, signed by himself, for the Standing Committee, for Clerical 
and Lay Deputies and Provisional Deputies to the General Con- 
vention, and for members of the Federate Council. AI] names so 
sent in shall be reported to the Convention by the Secretary, at the 
beginning of the second day’s session, in the form of a ballot, on 
which the names shall be arranged in alphabetical order. After 
each list of nominations as many blank. spaces shall be left as there 
are vacancies to be filled. These blanks may be filled by any voter. 
The voter shall mark an X at the right of the name of each person 
for whom he votes. On the first ballot these ballots only shall be 
used, and also in all subsequent ballots, except when otherwise 
ordered by the Convention. No ballot shall be counted on which 
more names are marked than there are vacancies to be filled, and 
the number of vacancies to be filled shall be printed on each 
ballot. 

The Secretary shall provide a board, to be hung up in a con- 
spicuous place, near the entrance to the Convention, on which 
shall be posted the nominations so received, and also the names of 
the present members of the Standing Committee, Deputies and 
Provisional Deputies to General Convention, and Deputies to the 
Federate Council; and these names shall also be printed on the 
back of the ballot provided by the Secretary. 


CANON X. 
Of Deputies to the General Convention. 


Src. 1. The Convention shall, at each second regular annual 
meeting next succeeding a stated meeting of the General Conven-

tion, elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Laymen to act as 
Deputies from this Diocese to the General Convention. It shall 
also elect by ballot four Clergymen and four Lavmen, as Provisional 
Deputies, to act in the case hereinafter mentioned ; which Depnu- 
ties and Provisional Deputies shall hold their respective stations 
until successors are appointed, and shall be Deputies, or Provisional 
Deputies, for eny General Convention which may be held during 
their continuance in office. 


Src. 2. Should a vacancy occur by resignation, remora] from 
the Diocese, death, or otherwise, among the Deputies or Provisional 
Deputies, between the stated times of election, the vacancy shall be 
supplied by any Convention, during or prior to which such vacancy 
shall occur. 


Src. 3. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect to signify to 
the Bishop, at least two days before the meeting of the General 
Convention, their acceptance of the appointment, and their inten- 
tion to perform its duties; in default of which the Bishop shall 
designate, from the list of Provisional Deputies, so many as may be 
necessary to insure, as far as practicable, a full representation of the 
Diocese. And the Bishop shall in like manner designate from the 
same list.of Provisional Deputies one or more, as the case may be, 
to supply any deficiency in the representation of this Diocese which 
may in any way occur. And the person or persons so designated 
by the Bishop, being furnished with his certificate thereof, shall 
have all the power and authority of Deputies duly elected by the 
Convention. 


Src. 4. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the mability 
of the Bishop to act, the power conferred upon the Bishop by this 
Canon shall be exercised by the Standing Committee, 


CANON XI. 
Of Deputies to the Federate Council, 


At every stated Convention there shall be an election by ballot 
of eight Clergymen and eight Laymen to serve as Deputies at any 
meeting of the Federate Council that may be held before the next 
Annual Convention of the Diocese. And in case of a vacancy by 
death or otherwise among the Deputies so elected, such vacancy 
shall be filled by the Bishop. 
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CANON XII. 
Of the Standing Committee. - 

Src. 1. At every stated Convention a Standing Committee shall 
be elected by ballot, to consist of four Clergymen and four Lay- 
men. Vacancies in said Committee, occurring by death or other- 
wise, shall be supplied by the concurrent vote of the Clerical 
members and Lay members of the Committee. 


Src. 2. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability or 
disability of the Bishop, the powers and duties to be performed by 
the Bishop in matters of discipline shall be performed by the Stand- 
ing Committee, except in those cases where such powers and duties 
are or may be specially delegated to, or enjoined upon, the Clerical 
members of said Committee ; in which cases such powers and duties 
shall be exercised by said Clerical members alone ; provided, that 
no sentence shall be pronounced on a Clergvman but by a Bishop. 


Sec. 3. The record of all proceedings upon a presentment of a 
Olergyman shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, and for 
that purpose shall, after a final decision, be delivered to their Secre- 
tary. 


Sec. 4. Should astated Convention, from any cause, net be held 
at the appointed time, or if such Convention should be held, but no 
election be made, pursuant to Section 1 of this Canon, then the last 
Standing Committee elected shall continue to perform the duties of 
the office until a new election takes place. 


CANON XIII. 
Of Vacant Parishes. 


Sec. 1. Whenever a Parish becomes vacant by the resignation 
or decease of the incumbent, or otherwise, due notice of the same 
shall be given by the Clerk of the Vestry or Trustees to the Ordi- 
nary, who, with the concurrence of the authorities of the Parish, 
shall take such measures as he may deem expedient for the tem- 
porary maintenance of religious services in such Parish. 

Seo. 2. It shall be the duty of the Vestry or Trustees of such ° 
vacant Parish to provide for the compensation of the Minister ap- 
pointed under the preceding section. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the authorities of such vacant 
Parish to consult with the Bishop of the, Diocese before proceeding 
to fill the vacancy. 
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CANON XIV. 
Of the Establishment of New Places of Public Worship. 


In places where the Church is already established, no new Parish 
shall be formed, or new Church or Chapel be established, or new 
Congregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any existing Church, 
Chapel, or Congregation be changed without the written consent of 
the Bishop of the Diocese and the formal approval of the Standing 
Committee. But such action of the Standing Committee shall not 
be taken until previous notice has been given, and due proof thereof 
furnished the Committee by the parties moving therefor, to the 
Rectors and Vestries of the three Churches or Congregations whose 
places of public worship shall be nearest to the site proposed for the 
new place of worship, nor untilat least one month has been allowed 
such Rectors and Vestries to present any objections they may have. 

In places where the Church is not established, the written con- 
sent of the Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with the advice 
and consent of the Standing Committee, shall be sufficient for the 
fcrmaticn of a new parish. 


CANON XV. 
Of the Episcopal Fund. 


Sec. 1. The fund for the support of the Episcopate in this 
Diocese, now provided, together with that which may be hereafter 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof, shall be intrusted to the corporation entitled 
‘‘The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund for the Diocese of New 
York,” incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of the State of 
New York, passed May 14, 1845. The Trustees composing said 
corporation shall be five in number, who shall be appointed by and 
shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the Convention, and 
all vacancies occurring in their number shall be filled by the Con- 
vention. 


Sec, 2. It shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister having 
charge of a congregation in this Diocese to cause an annual collection 
or contribution to be made by said congregation in aid of the fund 
for the support of the Episcopate ; and in the case of a vacant par- 
ish, this duty shall devolve on the Wardens and Vestrymen. The 
amount of each annual collection or contribution shall be paid to 
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the Treasurer of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and shall be 
reported by the Trustees to the Convention at the next stated meet- 
ing thereof, after such collection or contrib=tion shall have been 
made, and shall be entered on its Journals. 


Src. 3. So long as the income of the fund is inadequate to the 
support of the Episcopate, and an annual assessment shall be made, 
under the authority of the Convention, for supplying the deficiency 
therein, the payment of such assessment by a Parish shall be con- 
sidered as in lieu of the collection enjoined by Section 2 of this 
Canon. : 


Seo. 4. All moneys belonging to the said fund shall be loaned by 
the said Trustees upon security of real estate, or invested in stocks 
of the United States, or of any of the States, or of the City of New 
York, at their discretion, and also in such other securities as may 
be recommended unanimously by the Trustees and approved by a 
vote of the Convention. And all securities and investments shall be 
taken or made in their corporate name above mentioned, and they 
shall have power, from time to time, to change such investments. 
A statement exhibiting the condition of the said fund and securities, 
together with all receipts and disbursements, shall be reported to the 
Convention at every stated meeting thereof, signed by the Trustees, 
or a majority of them. 


CANON XVI. 


Of the Diocesan Fund. 


Suc. 1. Every congregation in the Diocese shall pay to the 
Treasurer of the Convention, on or before the Day of its annual 
meeting, such a per cent. on the amount of the salary of its Cler- 
gyman as shall have been ordered by the preceding Convention, to 
provide for necessary expenses. 


Szc. 2. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of the Conven- 
tion to retain annually out of this fund one dollar for each Clergy- 
man in the Diocese. The moneys thus retained shall be paid by 
him to the Treasurer of the General Convention at each meeting 
of the same. 


‘~ Sxc. 3. A copy of this Canon shall be transmitted annually to 
every Church in the Diocese by the Secretary of the Convention. 
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CANON XVII. 
Of Contributions for Church Objects. 


Src. 1. In every Parish of the Diocese provision shall be made 
whereby its members may make offerings, by collections and other- 
wise, as often as the needs of the Church shall require, for the sup- 
port of its objects, particularly its missionary work at home and 
abroad, the education of young men for the sacred Ministry, and 
those other religions and charitable objects which have been com- 
mended to the care of the Church by the General Convention, or 
by the Convention of the Diocese ; and it shall be the duty of the 
Clergyman in charge to give due notice to the congregation of the 
time and purpose of such offerings, and also to call their attention 
to the importance and claims of the respective objects to which the 
offerings are to be applied, 


Sec. 2. The business of distributing all funds that may be 
raised under this Canon, for the education of young men for Holy 
Orders, is hereby committed to the imeorporated society styled 
“The Protestant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and 
Learning in the State of New York,” which shall make a full 
annual report to the Convention of the application of all moneys 
paid into its treasury under the provisions of.this Canon, or by the 
Treasurer of the Convention from any source, 


Sec. 3. So far as relates to the offerings or contributions of 
Parishes within the City of New York, it is hereby declared that 
the New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society and the 
New York Protestant Episcopal Church Missionary Society for 
Seamen in the City and Port of New York are to be reckoned 
among the Church charities for which provision is to be made, so 
that each congregation in the City of New York shall make 
annual contributions to one of these societies. 


CANON XVIII. 
Of the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Src. 1. All members of the Church in this Diocese shail be 
considered as constituting the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


SxEc. 2. (I.) The Missionary Work of the Diocese shall be cons 
ducted by a Diocesan Board of Missions. ; 
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(II.) The Convention shall be the Diocesan Board of Missions, 
sitting as such as often as the business of the Board may demand. 


Sxo, 3. (I.) The Diocese shall be divided into five Archdeacon- 
ries, to be named, respectively : 


1. The Archdeaconry of New York, comprising the County of 
New York. 


2. The Archdeaconry of Richmond, comprising the County of 
Richmond. 


3. The Archdeaconry of Westchester, comprising the Counties 
of Westchester, Putnam, and Rockland. 


4, The Archdeaconry of Orange, comprising the Counties of 
Orange, Ulster, and Sullivan. 


5. The Archdeaconry of Duchess, comprising the County of 
Duchess. 


(11.) The members of each Archdeaconry shall be the Clergy 
canonically resident within its limits, with three Lay Delegates from 
each Parish, elected in such manner as the By-laws of the Archdea- 
conry may direct. It shall be the duty of each Archdeaconry [1] 
to search out the religious needs of its own district, and to conduct 
and provide for such Missionary Work as may be undertaken by it, 
within its own limits, and to apportion among the several Parishes 
the amount necessary to be raised for the same; [2] to nominate 
to the Bishop, for his appointment, all Missionaries and other 
agents of the Archdeaconry, and to fix their salaries; [3] to have 
full management of its funds; [4] to provide that careful statistics 
as to the population and era tinn of communities and the results 
of Missionary Work be collected and preserved. 


(III.) The Executive Officer or Archdeacon of each Archdea- 
conry shall be nominated by the Bishop, and confirmed by the Arch- 
deaconry at a regular meeting, and shall continue in office until his 

successor be appointed. It shall be his duty [1] to superintend all 
Missionary Work conducted by the Archdeaconry ; [2] to have di- | 
rection of all Itinerant Clergy and Associated Missions ; [3] to make 
full and regular reports of the same to the Archdeaconry ; and [4] 
in the absence of the Bishop to preside at all meetings. 


(IV.) Each Archdeaconry shall adopt its own by-laws, elect 
annually its Secretary and Treasurer, and make before the Annual 


a 
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Meeting of the Board of Diocesan Missions a full report of its year’s 
work to the Board of Managers hereinafter described. 


Src. 4. (I.) There shall be a Diocesan Board of Managers, which 
Board shall also be the Missionary Committee of the Diocese of New 
York, consisting of the Bishop, the five Archdeacons, Secretaries 
and Treasurers, and also five Clergymen and five Laymen, elected 
by ballot at the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Board of Missions. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of this Board of Managers [1] to de- 
cide, with the approval of the Bishop, what proportion of the whole 
sum voted by the Diocese shall be raised by, and what proportion 
shall be expended by each Archdeaconry ; [2] to devise general plans | 
for making Mission Work more effective, and developing a greater 
Missionary interest throughout the Diocese ; [3] to send to the 
Diocesan Board of Missions, at its annual meeting, a report con- 
taining the following items : 


. Statement of Missionary Work done since last report. 
b. The names of the Missionaries and Stations. 


c. An account of Annual Receipts and Expenditures, comprising 
all amounts received and disbursed by each Archdeaconry. 


d. A list of the Parishes contributing, and of the sums con- 
tributed by each Parish to Diocesan Missions. 


e. An estimate of the amount of funds needed for the Missionary 
Work of the Diocese for the ensuing year, and 4 schedule of assess- 
ments upon the several Parishes. 


(III.) Seven members of the Board of Managers, at a regularly 
called meeting, two of whom shall be Archdeacons, shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. In the absence of the 
Bishop, one of the Archdeacons present shall be elected by the 
meeting to preside. 


CANON XIX. 


Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergy. 


SEC. 1, Five lay Trustees shall be appointed annually by the Con- 
vention, who, with the Bishop, shall constitute a Board to be called. 
the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, 


Sgc. 2. Vacancies occurring in the number of the above-named 
five lay Trustees, by death, resignation, or otherwise, during the 
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recess of the Convention, may be supplied by the remaining Trus- 
tees. 


SEC. 3. It shall be the duty of the said Trustees to assume the 
management and care of the following funds: 


Ist. The fund now provided for the relief of Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen of the Diocese, together with that which may hereafter be 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof. 


2d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the relief 
of Widows and Children of Deceased Clergymen of the Diocese, 
together with any accumulation accruing from the investment 
thereof. 


3d. A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the effecting of Life Insurance by Clergymen 
of the Diocese, together with any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof. 


Sxc. 4, It shall be the further duty of the said Trustees to receive 
applications for relief or assistance from any persons entitled to 
receive aid from either of the funds above mentioned, and to apply 
such relief or assistance as follows : : 


Ist. As to the fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, to apply 
such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, the 
limitations indicated in the report of the Special Committee made 
to the Annual Convention of 1841,* and subject also to such other 


* «*(q) Legacies and donations to be invested as a permanent fund ; the 
proceeds to be applied annually, if needed, under the direction of the Bishop 
and three lay Trustees, to be elected by the Convention at each stated meeting. 
If the whole or any part of the annual revenue of said fund be not needed, in 
any year, it might be considered thenceforth as part of the capital. 

“. . . (b) Another . . . source of income will be found, it is presumed, 
in annual contributions to be made by all the congregations in the Diocese, on 
some day previously notified. 

“With regard to the limitations under which relief should be applied, your 
Committee are aware that much must be left to the discretion of the Trustees. 
. - - In regard to these limitations, the Committee would suggest : 

“1. That relief should be confined to those whose circumstances are actu- 
ally straitened, and who have been actively engaged in parochial or kindred 
labors during a large part of their ministerial lives. 

“2. It should not be so administered as to supersede on the part of parishes 
the duty of making provision for the support of their pastor when too aged or 
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rules and regulations as have since been adopted by this Convention, 
or as said Trustees, with the approbation of said Convention, shali 


from time to time adopt. 


2d. As to the funds for the Widows and Children of Clergymen, 
and for facilitating the effecting of Life Insurance by Clergymen, to 
apply such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, 
the limitations laid down by the regulations adopted by the Annual 
Convention of 1886, and subject also to such further rules and regu- 
lations as said Trustees, with the approbation of this Convention, 
shall from time to time adopt. 


Suc. 5. A collection shall be made annually in every congre- 
gation in this Diocese, on the annual Thanksgiving Day, or on 
Christmas Day, or on the Sunday next before or next following 
either of those days. 

This collection and all other contributions to these objects shall 
be transmitted to the Treasurer of the said Board of Trustees. 

All donations and legacies received by said Treasurer shall, in 
the absence of the special designation of one or other of the three 
funds, be apportioned equally among the said three funds. ‘The 
annual collection, herein provided for, shall, in tne absence of 
special designation of any portion thereof by the donors, be appiied 
by said Trustees in such proportion as from time to time the7 shall 
deem best, to the fund for facilitating Life Insurance by Clergymen 
and to the fund for the Widows and Children of Clergymen. The 
Treasurer shall keep a separate account of each of the said three 
funds, and all moneys not wanted for current use shall be invested 
and held in trust by the said Trustees. 

Sro. 6. The said Trustees shall elect their own Chairman, Treas- 
urer, and Secretary. 

They shall meet at least twice in each year, and shall keep min- 
utes of their proceedings, which shall be submitted to the Conventiow 
of the Diocese whenever called for. 


infirm to continue his ministry ; and should therefore be confined, in the case 
of parish clergymen, to cases in which the parish has signicsd, through the 
Bishop, its inability or indisposition to make such provision to an adequate 
extent. 

‘3, It should not be extended to clergymen who have near relatives in af- 
fluent circumstances, unless there be satisfactory evidence that such relatives are 
unwilling to discharge the duty of providing for those of their own household. 

‘‘4. In deciding between conflicting claims, preference shon'd be given 
ceteris paribus to those who have been longest’ employed within the Diocese in 
ministerial duty.” 
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CANON XX. 
Of the Trial oj a Clergyman not being a Bishep. 


Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop 
thereof, shall become ‘‘ liable to presentment and trial,” under the 
provisions of any’Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, 
the mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as follows, viz. : 


Seo. 1. The trial shall be ona presentment in writing, addressed 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offences of which the 
accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty as to time, 
place, and circumstances. Such presentment may be made by the 
major part in number of the members of the Vestry of any Church 
of which the accused is a Minister, or by any three Presbyters of 
this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter 
mentioned. Whenever, from public rumor or otherwise, the Bishop 
shall have reason to believe that any,Clergyman is under the im- 
putation of having been guilty of any offence or misconduct for 
which he is liable to be tried, and that the interest of the Church 
requires an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the case, a 
majority of whom may make such examination ; and if there is in 
their opinion sufficient ground for presentment, shall present the 
Olergyman accordingly. 


Src. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes 
above prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear 
to him to be such as constitute an offence, may dismiss it ; or if it 
allege facts, some of which do and some of which do not consti- 

tute an offence, he may allow it in part and dismiss the residue, or 
he may permit it to be amended. When it shall be allowed in 
whole or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on 
the accused, and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese, entitled to seatsin the Convention and not being parties to the 
presentment, and cause a list of their names to be served on the 
accused, who shall, within thirty days after such service, select five 
of them and notify their names in writing to the Bishop ; and if he 
shah not give such notification to the Bishop within the said thirty 
days, the Bishop shall select five, and the Presbyters so selected shall 
form a Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such 

time and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power to 
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adiourn from time to time, and from place to place (but always 
within this Diocese), as they shall think necessary. 


Src. 3. A written notice of the time and place of their first 
meeting shall be served at least thirty days before such meeting 
on the accused, and also on one of the persons making the present- 
ment. | 


Sec. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
Board of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not.attend, then 
those who do attend may adjourn from time to time; and if, after 
one adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improbable that 
the whole number wil] attend within a reasonable time, then those 
who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the 
Board, and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall de- 
cide al! questions. 


Sec. 5. Ifa Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the 
facts alleged in the presentment, it shall be the duty of the Bishep 
to proceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not confess them 
before the appointment of a Board for his trial, as before men- 
tioned, he shall be considered as denying them. 


Sze. 6. If a Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, 
shall not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for 
his trial, the Board may nevertheless proceed as if he were present, 
unless for good cause they shall see fit to adjourn to another day. 


Src. 7. Whenthe Board proceed to the trial, they shall hear such 
evidence as shall be produced, which evidence shall be reduced to 
writing, and signed by the witnesses respectively ; and some officer, 
authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at the desire of either 
party, be requested to administer an oath or affirmation to the wit- 
nesses that they will testify the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, concerning the facts charged in the presentment. 
If, on or during the trial, the accused shall confess the truth of 
the charges, as stated in the presentment, the Board may dispense 
with hearing further evidence, and may proceed at once to state 
their opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be 
pronounced, 


Suc. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, 
and it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any mate- 
rial witnesses cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may 
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appoint a Commissary to take the testimony of any such witness, 
Such Commissary may be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and 
the party so applying shall give to the other at least siz days’ 
notice of the time and place of taking the testimony. And if the 
person on whom the notice shall be served shall reside more than 
forty miles from the place of examination, an additional day’s 
notice shall be given for every additional twenty miles of the said 
distence. And both parties may attend and examine the witness, 
and the questions and answers shall be reduced to writing and 
signed by the witness, and shall be certified by the Commissary, 
and enclosed under his seal, and transmitted to the Board, and 
shali be received by them as evidence. A witness examined before 
such Commissary may be sworn or affirmed in manner aforesaid. 


Sec. 9. The Board having deliberately considered the evi- 
dence, shall declare, in a writing signed by them, or a majority 
of them, their decision on the charges contained in the present- 
ment, distinctly stating whether the accused is guilty or not 
guilty of such charges, respectively, and also stating the sentence 
which in their opinion should be proncunced ; and a copy of such 
decision shall be, without delay, communicated to the accused, 
and the original decision, together with the evidence, shall be de- 
livered to the Bishop, who shall pronounce such canonical sen- 
tence as shall appear to him to be proper, provided the same 
shall not exceed’ in severity the sentence recommended by the 
Board ; and such sentence shall be final. Before pronouncing any 
sentence the Bishop shall summon the accused, and any three 
or more of the Clergy, to meet him at such time as may in his 
opinion be most convenient, in some church to be designated by 
him, which shall for that purpose be open at the time, to all per- 
sons who may choose to attend, and the sentence shall then and 
there be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. But the Bishop, 
if he shall be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a new 
trial to the accused, in which case a new Board of Presbytexs shall 
be appointed, the proceedings before whom shall be conducted as 
before mentioned, 


Src. 10. Allnotices and papers contemplated in this Canon may 
be served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for the 
purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other person, the facts 
_ shall be proved by the affidavit of such person. A written notice or 
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paper delivered to a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall 
be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 


Src. 11. The defendant may have the privilege of appearing by 
counsel ; in case of the exercise of which privilege, and not other- 
wise, those who present shall have also the like privilege. 


CANON XXI. 


Concerning Alterations in the Canons and Additions thereto. 


No proposed alteration of, or addition to, the Canons shall here-. 
after be considered by the Convention, unless at least one day’s pre- 
vious notice be given thereof in open Convention ; nor, unless by 
unanimous consent, until such alteration or addition shall have been 
referred to and reported upon by a Committee of at least two Pres- 
byters and two Laymen. Nor shall such alteration or addition be 
adopted, during the same Convention, if two-thirds of the votes of 
both orders, taken separately, shall not concur therein ; but in such 
case the same (unless negatived by a majority of the members 
present) shall le over for consideration until the next annual meet- 
ing of the Convention, | 


CANON XXII. 
Repealing Former Canons. 


All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed. — 


Publier OL ORDER. 


I. Every Convention shall be preceded by the Celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion and the Annual Address of the Bishop, or a Sermon, as the Bishop shall 
appoint ; after which, the Bishop taking the Chair, the order of procedure shall 
be as follows : . 

1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop, or, in case of his 
absence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the 
direction of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy 
entitled to seats. 

2. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose election has been 
certified to him in pursuance of Canon II., Section 10. The President shall then 
appoint a Committee of three persons, to whom shall be referred the creden- 
tials of the Lay Delegates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll 
made by the Secretary. 

3. A constitutional quorum (thirty Clergymen and thirty Delegations) being 
present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for business, 
which shall proceed in the following order : 

4, Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shal] 
have power to appoint three Assistant Secretaries. 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the President : 

(1) On the Incorporation and Admission of Churches—to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen, which Committee may report at any 
time during the session of the Convention, in order. 

(2) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the 
Treasurer. 

(8) On the Treasurer’s Report, three Laymen. 

(4) On the General Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three 
Laymen. 

(5) On Canons, four Clergymen and four Laymen. 

7. The appointment of Inspectors of Elections : one Clergyman and one 
Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the 
Lay Votes—for the Standing Committee, the Deputies to the Federate Council, 
and the Deputies and the Provisional Deputies to the General Convention, 

8. The Receiving and Referring of Reports, as follows : 

(1) Report of the Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of 
Churches, and the Admission of Parishes into Union with the 
Convention. | 

(2) Report of the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocese. 

(3) Report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen; 
and appointment of Trustees. 

(4) Report of the New York City Mission Society. 

(5) Report of the Church Missionary Society for Seamen in the City and | 
Port of New York. 
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(6) Report of St, Stephen’s College. 
(7) Report of Society: for promoting Religion and Learning. | 
(8) Report of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund, and election of Trus- 
tees. é 
(9) Report of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and supplying vacan- 
cies, if any, in the Trustees. 
9. Miscellaneous business. 
II. On the second day, the order of business, after Morning Prayer, shal] 
be : 

1. Reading and approving of the Minutes. 

2, Receiving certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 

3. Calling over the names of members not present on the first day. 

4, Annual Address of the Bishop, unless he should prefer another time for 
its delivery. If so, it shall be at any time in order.

6. Reports not presented or business unfinished the preceding day, in 
order.

11. Report of the Standing Committee on the Diocesan Fund. 

12. Report of the Committee on Canons.

14. Miscellaneous business. 

Ill. Onthe third and any subsequent day, the order of business, after Morn- 
ing Prayer, shall be: 

1. Reading and approval of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving the certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. : 

3. Calling the names of members not present before. 

4, Reports not presented or business unfinished the preceding day, in 


5, Miscellaneous business. 

IV. If the prescribed order of business on any day should not have been 
gone through with, the first business the succeeding day shall be the matters 
which had not been reached, or shall be pending, on the preceding day, and 
in the order for that day prescribed ; this rule shall not apply to miscellaneous 
business. 5 

V. If the President ex officio is not present at the opening of the Convention, 
the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when the senior Presbyter 
present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the chair ; and in such case, imme- 
diately after the organization of the Convention, a President shall be elected 
by ballot, from among the Clergy. 

VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last day’s pro- 
ceedings shall be read and approved.

* VIL. .The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Clergymen belong- 
ing in this Diocese but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of 
other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the Convention, 
if not members, shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention. & 


VIII. The hours of each day’s session shall be from 10 A.M. to 1 P.M., and 
from 2 to 5 p.M., and, when ordered by the Convention, from 7} to 10 P.M. 


IX. The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as 
follows : 


‘ The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes entitled 
to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each office to be 
filled to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to take charge of 
the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, and, as soon as practicable, to canvass 
the same, and report the result thereof to the Convention. If, on any such 
report, it should appear that no valid election has been made in respect to all 
or any of the offices to be filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the purpose 
ot filling those which may remain vacant ; and if, on such second attempt, the 
purpose shall not be accomplished, the balloting may be resumed at the discre- 


tion of the Convention. x 


X. No motion shall be considered as before the Convention unless seconded, 
. and, when required, reduced to writing. 


XI. When a question is before the Convention, no motion, except as here- 
inafter provided, shali be received, but to lay it on the table—to postpone it 
indefinitely—to postpone it to a certain time—to commit—or to amend it ; 
which motions shall have precedence in the order named. But a motion to 
strike out the word ‘‘ Resolved ” shall have precedence of a motion to amend, 
and, if carried, shall be equivalent to a rejection of the resolution. 


XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to 
amend the same may be made; no after-amendment to such second amend- 
ment shall be in order. But when an amendment to an amendment is under 
consideration, a substitute for the whole matter may be received. No propo- 
sition on a subject different from that under consideration shall be received 
under color of a substitute. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate, 


XV. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before 
decision or amendment, in which case it shall not be entered upon the 
Minutes. 


XVI. If a question under debate contains several distinct propositions, the 
same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken sepa- 
rately. 
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XVII. No member may speak more than twice cn the same question with- 
out leave of the Convention, nor more than once in any case until every mem- 


ber choosing to speak shall have spoken. 


XVIII. Every member present shall vote whenever a question is put, unless 
excused by the Convention on account of his being personally interested in the 


result, or for other cause. 


XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 


XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of a 
delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delegation to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded on the Minutes. 


XXI. A question, being decided, shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on. the first 
decision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once, J 


XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be 
received, of course, without motion for acceptance. They shall be entered on 
the Minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring any 
action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accompanied 
by a resolution, or resolutions, for its consideration. 


XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President, or by another 
member, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All 
questions of order shall be determined in the first instance by the President ; 
but any member may appeal from any decision of the Chair; and on such 
appeal, no member shall speak more than once without leave of the Con- 
vention. 


XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, nor 
shall any rule of order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds- of the 
members present; nor shall any be changed or rescinded without one day’s pre- 
vious notice of a motion to that effect. 


XXVI. The majority of a quorum shall always be required to elect any 
officer. 
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
